When California’s world-famous Professor Curt Stern 
Sinished his talk before the American Academy of Pedi- 
atrics last November, the convention-weary doctors saluted 


him with an ovation rare in medical meetings. 


This story tells you why—tells you of the beginnings of a 
new kind of medicine that has doctors excited—of how 
they hope one day to reduce the chance of inherited de- 


formities and diseases appearing in children by treating

tM doctor finally comes out of the delivery 
room, and you rush to him with the two 
standard questions—‘‘How is my wife?” and 
“Is it a boy or a girl?” 

Sometimes there’s another question, based 
on a fear which has plagued mothers and 
fathers since the human race began—/s the 
baby all right? 

Some are not born all right. Their hands or 
feet may be misshapen. Their hearts or kid- 
neys may be deformed. They may be blind, 
deaf, mute, anemic, crippled, feeble-minded. 

Many of these defects have a hereditary 
basis. They are passed on from an ancestor, 
sometimes remote, to a descendant. It has 
long been assumed that such misfortune was 
inevitably and irrevocably fated by the iron- 
clad laws of heredity. 


Bu now scientists and medical men have 
revealed that perhaps they can do something 
about heredity. They can’t change the nat- 
ura! laws of heredity, but sometimes, perhaps, 
they can modify the enforcement of those 
laws—sometimes they can prevent the ap- 
pearance of an inherited deformity by treat- 
ing the child while it is still growing in its 
mother’s womb. 

Their startling reports have heralded the

brand-new field of what is called prenatai 
therapy, aimed at preventing many types of 
clubfoot, cleft palate, harelip, blindness, deaf- 
ness, heart malformations, brain damage, 
and similar defects with which a child may 
be born. 

Although prenatal therapy is just beginning 
and its applications are still largely in the fu- 
ture, its prospects have excited laboratory 
workers and medical men all’over the world. 


As envisioned now, prenatal therapy one 
day will involve delicate tests and analyses to 
detect parents who may be unsuspecting car- 
riers of bad heredity factors. And treatment 
will consist of giving the expectant mother 
special chemicals—hormones, minerals, and 
other substances required by her baby for its 
proper development. 

Last November in San Francisco, Professor 
Curt Stern of the University of California 
described the latest developments in this field 
before the annual convention of the American 
Academy of Pediatrics. Stubby, beaming 
Doctor Stern, a world-famous authority on 
human genetics and heredity, was the last 
speaker. It had been a long, exhausting, four- 
day meeting, and the pediatricians in his

Then, apologizing frequently 
that he was “only a laboratory 
scientist, and you doctors know 
more about this than I do,” he 
gave the pediatricians some of the 
newest and most complicated con- 
cepts in modern genetics, and he 
completely stole the show. They 
saluted him with a_ thunderous 
ovation rare in medical meetings. 


pis foundation of heredity is 
that inherited characteristics are 
transmitted from the parents to the 
child by genes. These genes are 
tremendously powerful chemicals 
which govern body development. 
There are genes, for example, 
which control body height, others 
that dictate skin color, others 
which regulate mental develop- 
ment, and so on. 

If the wrong genes for eye devel- 
opment are bequeathed, the child 
may be born blind. If the wrong 
genes for skin pigment are trans- 
mitted, the child may be an albino 

However, through laboratory 
studies with lower animals, scien- 
tists first indicated that not all de- 
fects are inevitably transmitted. 
They showed you could choose 
animals of known heredity and 
mate them so their offspring would 
be fated to deformity 

But then, while these offspring 
were still developing, they changed 
their environment—by diet or 
temperature or other means—and 
prevented the deformity from mak- 
ing an appearance. 


al 

Suck controlled studies on hu- 
man beings, of course, were im- 
possible. But scientists soon found 
they could get the necessary in- 
formation by careful studies of af- 
flicted families, going back many 
generations, or by studying identi- 
cal twins. 

Identical twins develop from the 
same fertilized egg and therefore 
have identical sets of genes. Theo- 
retically, if one identical twin is 
born with a hereditary deformity, 
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the other should be born with the 
same defect. Sometimes, however, 
only one identical twin is defective. 
This strange but quite significant 
situation has been reported for 
hereditary clubfoot, schizophrenia, 
feeble-mindedness, and inherited 
susceptibilities to cancer, diabetes, 
and tuberculosis. 

With clubfoot, afflicted children 
have an inherited tendency for the 
defect which can be traced back to 
their ancestors. Yet only 20 to 25 
percent of the children with this 
kind of inherited tendency are ac- 
tually born crippled. 

“There must be some agent— 
perhaps a chemical of some kind— 
which protects the others while 
they are developing in the womb,” 
Doctor Stern says. “If we can find 
the agent which keeps clubfoot 
from appearing in 75 to 80 percent 
of these children who ought to have 
it, then maybe we can keep it from 
appearing in all of them.” 


Nobody has yet found this “anti- 
clubfoot”’ agent, and its existence 
may seem highly implausible. Yet 
a similar protective chemical has 
recently been discovered for a 
hereditary deformity known as 
polydactylism. 

Victims of this disorder are born 
with extra fingers or toes. They 
may have six, seven, or more fin- 
gers on a hand, or as many toes on 
a foot. This defect is inherited not 
only in human families but also in 
some lower animals, including an 
odd breed of chicken. 

About:a year ago, Dr. Walter 
Landauer of the University of Con- 
necticut reported that the appear- 
ance of extra toes in these chickens 
can be blocked by insulin, the 
hormone used to control diabetes. 
Unborn chicks treated with insulin 
inherit the trait and will transmit 
it to their offspring, but they them- 
selves look normal. 

With other congenital or heredi- 
tary defects which afflict human

Tune up those bikes 
Or Summer

a, means the end of school—and the end of 
school marks the beginning of the big racing- 
and-rolling season for the family bikes. Right 
now is the time to give those bikes a thorough 
conditioning check. 

A bicycle rolls on precision bearings just like a 
car, and it needs the same periodic lubrication 
and adjustment. Pound for pound, a bike takes 
a worse beating than a car, too, so it’s a wonder 
that its light frame, slender spokes, and small 
ball bearings hold up as well as they do. 

A once-over now, and repeated every few 
weeks through the season, will keep your bikes 
running smoothly and easily. These checkups 
may prevent major wear or damage that only a 
professional (and expensive) repair job can cor- 
rect later. And, more important, they may keep 
an accident from happening.

Handle bars. Begin checking in riding posi- 
tion. Lean heavily on handle bars which, if 
loose, might throw bike out of control. Tighten 
bars by snugging up bolt (circled). 

Next, check handle grips. They’re dangerous 
if loose. Cement in place by smearing inside of 
grip with gasket shellac or rim cement; let the 
cement dry overnight before riding. 


Steering bearings. While still in riding posi- 
tion, check fork stem (steering) bearings by al- 
ternately lifting and releasing handle bars. 
Looseness will show in an up-and-down move- 
ment of whole handle-bar assembly and a 
back-and-forth motion of front wheel and fork.

Weed killer clears lawn of clover 


If you’re one of the millions who consider White 
Dutch clover in lawns a nuisance, here’s good news. 
The new weed killer, 2,4,5-T (a close relative of 2,4-D) 
has been found to be deadly to clover. Previous at- 
tempts to kill the clover with 2,4-D have been far 
from successful. At least one manufacturer now in- 
cludes 2,4,5-T in his 2,4-D weed killer, and has had 
excellent kill on all broad-leaved weeds that ordinarily 
infest the lawn. But if you like White Dutch clover in 
your lawn (and millions do like it), be careful to 
check the weed killer you use to see that it doesn’t 
contain 2,4,5-T. 


Ice damages American elms 


Heavy ice storms in the Midwest in February pro- 
vided one more argument against planting American 
elms as shade trees. Of all the desirable,’ long-lived 
shade trees, American elms suffered the most damage, 
almost as much as soft maples. On the other hand, not 
a single pin oak showed damage, and on hard maples 
only limbs already weakened by disease seemed to be 
harmed. Even the honey locust came through with 
flying colors, despite its reputation for brittleness. An- 
other fault of the American elm is the fact that it is 
shallow-rooted, and is likely to go down in high winds 
if planted in exposed places. 


Don’t look for a yellow African-violet 


African-violet lovers who are eternally hoping for a 
yellow-flowered variety are following a will-o’-the- 
wisp. Scientists say there is practically no chance of 
ever getting a yellow because the necessary color 
factors just aren’t there. The African-violet carries 
only factors for red, blue, and white. You can have 
those colors, or combinations of them, like pink or 
lavender, but about the only chance for a yellow 
African-violet is for some plant explorer to discover a 
completely new species. 


Give trees plenty of water 


It is difficult to realize the tremendous amounts of 
water evaporated by a tree. An ordinary apple tree 
will use about 100 gallons a day, while a sizable elm or 
maple may throw off a ton or more. Although most of 
this water comes from the subsoil, soil near the surface 
may also dry out so that vegetables and flowers won't 
grow. This is the reason it is important to water trees 
in time of drouth, even though they don’t seem to be 
suffering as much as the shallow-rooted plants grow- 
ing under them. More on page 27

Too much nitrogen harms lawns 


A type of lawn injury which most home gardeners 
don’t seem to understand is delayed nitrogen burn. 
The lawn seems to be growing especially well, but 
along about the last two weeks in June brown areas 
which seem to be scorched start showing up. The con- 
dition is caused by organic plant foods or natural 
manures. As hot weather comes on, bacteria which 
break down these plant foods work faster, and so much 
nitrogen is released that the plant suffers. This de- 
layed nitrogen burn is seldom blamed on the real 
culprit because such a long time elapses between ap- 
plication of the organic plant food and the time the 
trouble shows up. The moral, of course, is to use such 
substances on the lawn with caution. 


Industry can't keep up with new bug killers 


Insecticide manufacturers are becoming very cautious 
about putting out new products. They can’t keep up 
with the scientists, who are turning out new bug 
killers at such a tremendous rate that what looks like a 
world-beater today may be out of date next month. 
A case in point is a new chemical which makes plants 
bite the bugs that bite them. The material is scattered 
on the ground like plant food, and is absorbed by the 
plant, which then becomes poisonous to insects that 
feed on it. The poison is used up after a few weeks, so 
that the plant is then perfectly safe as human food. 
Among the insects killed by the chemical are aphids, 
mites, and the European corn borer. But it is doubtful 
whether you will soon be able to get it. No insecticide 
maker is willing to spend the million dollars or so 
necessary to build a factory. Everyone is afraid that 
something better or cheaper will be discovered by the 
time the insecticide is on the market. 


Blue hydrangeas are easy to produce 


There never has been any secret about the method of 
turning hydrangeas blue, but most garden amateurs 
seem never to have heard of the trick. The element 
that causes color is aluminum. If there is little or no 
aluminum in the soil, the hydrangeas bear pinkish 
flowers. A small addition of aluminum will turn the 
flowers pinkish blue, and strongly aluminized soil 
produces pure blue flowers. You can add aluminum to 
the soil by watering with a solution of aluminum 
sulfate. A solution of 1 pound of aluminum sulfate to 5 
gallons of water will produce a rich, blue color. This 
procedure is most valuable in areas where tender-type 
hydrangeas can be grown outdoors as shrubs. How- 
ever, it will also work on potted hydrangeas.

I am now convinced that people who complain that 
modern apples don’t have the taste of the old varieties 
are suffering mainly from faulty memories. I recently 
had an apple-tasting session with an enthusiast for the 
old varieties. All the old apples—Bellflowers, Russets, 
and Permains—were definitely inferior in taste, in my 
opinion, to present-day improved varieties of Mc- 
Intosh and other modern apples. Nor are the often- 
praised English apples any improvement over ours.

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How to beat the heat 


7 
, oe first said, ‘It’s not the heat; it’s the humidi- 
ty,” started a lot of confusion. The two are inseparable. 

For summer comfort you must overcome both heat 
and humidity. And you can’t let excess moisture escape 
out a window, because it’s humid outdoors, too. Instead, 
you must first seal your house so more humidity can’t 
come in, and then remove some of the moisture from the 
air already in your ‘house. 

Below are the most practical ways to lower humidity. 
Once you get rid of excess moisture, you must take care 
of moisture sources. When you shower, for instance, 
keep the bathroom window open and door shut, so 
moisture won't spread through the house. And use a 
kitchen ventilating fan to pull off excess moisture from 
cooking and washing dishes. 








For complete control of humidity, you can install a dehumidi- 
fier, which removes exactly the right amount of moisture from the 
air. The equipment is the same in principle as a refrigerator. 
There are several types and sizes available at moderate cost 








What is humidity? 


Humidity is the amount of water vapor in the 
air, compared with the amount that same air could 
hold. That’s why humidity is always given as a per- 
centage. If the humidity is 50 percent, the air is 
holding half as much moisture as it could. 

The amount of moisture air can hold, however, 
depends entirely on the temperature of that air. If 
air at 100°, say, could hold 300 units of moisture, 
it could hold 350 units at 105°, 110 units at 70°, 
only 26 units at 32°. 

That’s why air that is cooled gives up moisture, 
as when water condenses on the outside of a glass of 
iced tea, or when frost forms on windows in winter. 
Moisture gets into the air from many sources—from 
our breath, from cooking, from plants, or from 
evaporation, say, of bath water. 

If summer air at 100° is holding nearly its maxi- 
mum of 300 units of moisture, we are uncomfort- 
able. We drip perspiration; air can’t soak it up. 

But if this same 100° summer air were holding 
only 200 units of moisture (making the humidity 
only 67 percent) we would be relatively comfort- 
able. The perspiration given off by our body 
would be soaked up by the still-thirsty air.

L you are like your fellow Americans, your likes and 
dislikes in house styles—and your notions of what you 
want most in a home—have undergone pretty much of a 
revolution since the war. 

The house you're building now differs substantially 
from those you built before the war, and even from those 
you planned at the end of the war. 

This is one of the facts that comes out of the series of 
studies Better Homes & Gardens editorial research people 
have been making since 1941, of the kind of houses Ameri- 
can families are building for their own occupancy. 

In the past, changes in architectural fashion have been 
slow. Colonial styling dominated American tastes from 
the twenties to the end of the last war. In 1946, well over 
half the families who planned to build had in mind 
building Cape Cod or some other variation of Colonial. 
Only a handful were interested in Contemporary styles, 
those now usually called Ranch House and Modern. 


Bui the Colonial styles have lost ground rapidly. The 
one-story, nonsymmetrical, open-plan type of house 
which originated on the West Coast is moving steadily 
eastward. Already it is the favorite in the Middle West 
and South. And it is steadily making inroads even in 
that citadel of Colonial sentiment, New England.

can if you will dress your living room in glazed chintz for 
the summer. 

Glazed chintz is as cool and summery as ice cream. Chintz 
slipcovers will make wool-upholstered furniture feel crisply 
cool; chintz draperies seem to coax the breeze to windows. 

Of course you'll want a color as cool as the fabric. Greens, 
blues, grays, and white will give you that cool-as-a-lemon- 
ade look. You’ll need highlights of red, or yellow, or orange, 
but be sure to use them sparingly. These are fire colors 
and fire is hot.

Every home needs a spot for resting. Here 
are ideas to prove that you don’t need a 
lot of space and a big terrace to make re- 


laxing in your garden a real joy 
If you're tired of mowing a big lawn, gravel part of it near the house 
and enclose the graveled part with a rose-covered fence. Make a 
raised flower bed with a broad brick (or wood) collar to serve as a 
bench. Garnish the door with potted plants, and use the time you 
save from mowing your lawn to relax and admire your handiwork 


Even a 6x8-foot “waste space” by the tool shed or 
garage can become a quiet corner.

Io's, don'ts of 


Set him a good example of table manners. 
Be casual. 


Put good, well-balanced food on the table at every meal. 
With only nutritious foods before him, your youngster 
can choose wisely without your telling him. 


Keep servings small. Offer, but don’t force, second helpings. 


Serve food attractively. Try to have color and contrast 
in each meal. Add surprise touches to familiar foods. 
Have pretty plates, cups, and glasses. 


Avoid monotony. Vary menus so your youngster will learn 
to like everything. Vary your ways of cooking foods that 
must be eaten regularly. 


Be relaxed when you prepare and serve meals. Use short 
cuts, easily prepared products, the most laborsaving 
equipment you can afford. If you think cooking is a dis- 
tasteful job, your family can’t enjoy the meals you fix. 


Let him see that you enjoy your food. Then he will want to 
eat heartily, too. 


Keep mealtime peaceful. Quarreling, teasing, nagging, 
and bickering should be taboo. So should business and 
family worries, the day’s ‘annoyances, unpleasant news 
or gossip. And it’s no time to pass judgment on the chil- 
dren if they've misbehaved during the day. 


Be patient while he’s learning to feed himself. Give him 
help when he needs it. heep hands off when he wants to 


manage alone. 


See that your youngster has a comfortable chair. It 
should be high enough so he can reach the table easily, 
with a footrest if his feet don’t touch the floor. 


If he’s small, be sure he has the right-size fork and spoon. 
a cup or glass he can grip firmly, a plate with a rim so food 
can’t be pushed off; that his bib or napkin ts arranged com- 
fortably and securely. 


Keep his appetite good by permitting only very light 
between-meal snacks, and those.not.near mealtimes. 


See that he gets enough fresh air, exercise, and rest so that 
he isn’t too tired at the table. 


Realize that your youngster can’t control his hands as an 
adult does. He’s learning, and learning takes time. 


Give him sufficient attention when he’s good to make up for 
the attention you're not going to give him if he does not eat. 


If your boy or girl chooses not to come to the table, pay 
no attention. When the meal is over, clear the table with- 
out comment. If he wants food later, tell him pleasantly, 
“We only eat at mealtime. It won’t be long till dinner.” 
This isn’t done to punish, but to direct into an orderly 
routine. Skipping a meal now and then won’t hurt him. 


Consult your doctor uf you think your boy or girl ts sertously 
underweight. But follow his suggestions in such a way that 
your youngster won't be worried or tense about eating.

Here’s how you can make your 


boy or girl a willing eater

Q, all the problems parents get themselves into, 
Johnny’s or Betty’s eating heads the list. Perhaps the fact 
that we know so much about good nutrition has made us 
worry too much about food. Instead of taking it for 
granted that our youngsters will eat as naturally as they 
breathe and play, we expect them not to eat and make an 
issue out of getting every meal down. 

All this attention and excitement creates problem 
eaters who will grow up with food dislikes and bad eating 
habits. Here are some do’s and don'ts that will help you 
and your boy or girl develop reasonable and workable at- 
titudes toward food.

Don’t 
Make him stay at the table until he has emptied his plate. 


Show that you are worried about what he eats. He may 
refuse to eat to gain attention. 


Nag. Saying ‘‘Eat this, it’s good for you”’ sets up food 
prejudices which may carry over into adulthood. 


Bring back, just the way he left it, food he rejected at a 
} J a : } 
previous meal. 


Bribe him to eat by performing antics, reading stories, 
paying money, or promising dessert or a treat. 


Force him to finish a meal within a given time by settung an 
alarm clock or any other timing device. 


Beg him to take a bite for you, for Daddy, and so on. 


Worry if his appetite changes from one week to another, or 
if a well-liked food is suddenly rejected. 
Give him openings to say ‘“‘No”’ by asking, ‘You like car- 
rots, don’t you, dear?” ‘‘You’re going to eat your dinner 
like a good boy, aren’t you?” 
Mention other people's food dislikes in front of him. 
Compare one child with another in appetite, likes, etc. 
Threaten or punish when food is refused. 
Tell him he’ll get sick if he doesn’t eat. 
Worry if his weight isn’t right up to that given for his 


height and age on a chart. 


Harp on table manners all through the meal. Sitting up 
straight, saying please, how to handle knife and fork, how 
to chew with the mouth closed, how to use a napkin, and 
so on, can be taught more pleasantly at make-believe tea 
parties during the day. An older child’s lapses from eti- 
quette can be called to his attention after the meal.

You dry clothes, then dip in plastic mix- 
ture diluted with water—the amount of water 
depending on fabric and desired stiffness. Plastic 
penetrates fabric; heat of iron sets it. Try on 
sample first; too much stiffness is hard to remove. 
Starches you make 

Hot-water starch eliminates cooking. Add 1 cup 


cold water to 16 starch cubes or 14 cup crystal- 
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line or powdered starch. Mix into smooth paste. 
Gradually add 2 quarts boiling water, stirring 
well. Dilute as needed. If you let starch solution 
stand, cover to prevent film. If any lumps or 
film forms, strain starch before using. 

Cooked starch may still be your favorite, although 
many starches today do not require cooking. 
Follow same steps as for hot-water starch; then 
simmer 2 to 3 minutes, stirring constantly, Cover 
until you’re ready to use. Dilute as needed. 
Cold-water starch skips both cooking and the ad- 
dition of boiling water. Cream starch with small 
amount of cold water, then stir in more cold 
water. When made with starches other than the 
precooked powdered type, cold-water starch 
doesn’t penetrate fabric well and is apt to stick 
to the iron. You may like it for uniforms or collar 
and cuff sets where you want a very stiff, slick 
surface. But for general laundry, when in a 
hurry, better use one of ready-made starches. 


Starch wax 


Ironing aid you can add to cooked or hot-water 
starch solution is starch wax, a bar containing 
bluing and scent. It gives fabric a slick satiny 
finish that the iron will glide over easily.

Electric pressure canner of black-enameled steel 
processes 7 quarts or 9 pints of food. Put rack in 
bottom of canner, pour in 1 quart hot water, plug 
in cord, and adjust controls as instruction book 
directs. When water comes to boil, lower jars onto 
rack with jar holder provided (see picture). Put 
cover on, exhaust vent tube, add pressure weight. 
When a white light goes on, start counting process- 
ing time. Canner can also be used as large pressure 
cooker; an insert pan holds the food. 


Blanching prepares vegetables for freezing, or to- 
matoes for peeling and canning. Special blancher, 
above, is an 8-quart cooker with colander inset and 
a tight-fitting cover. You add 4 to 6 quarts water 
for water blanching; 4% cup water for steam 
blanching. You can cool food afterward by lifting 
out basket and plunging it into ice water or hold- 
ing it under cold-water faucet. Water will drain 
out of basket quickly. You can also use blancher as 
water-bath canner for 4 pints.

Land for sale 


—half-price or better

Pia No. 1, located in Black- 
acre Heights es lot 17, block 5, 
with a minimum bid set at $125,” 
the tax collector began. “W ot 
am I bid?” 

**$126,” came a hopeful voice. 

$130.” A cautious bidder upped 
the price. 

After a few more raises, usually 
in $1 or $5 amounts, the tax col- 
lector finished crying the sale: 
$156 once, $156 twice, $156 
three times.” His gavel banged 
down. “Sold for $156.” 

Bargains in real estate are 
auctioned off periodically in every 
county courthouse. When your tax 
collector turns auctioneer and real 
estate salesman, he’s in the business 
of collecting revenue, let the gavel 
and prices fall where they may. 
Sometimes the parcels of land are 
worthless or even a risk to own, but 
more often you can buy good land 
for less, if you know how. 


Is very important that you 
know what you're doing, because 
you'll be bidding against people 
who do. There will be real estate 
men and others who consider such 
land an investment. Your only ad- 
vantage is that they are willing to 
pay only wholesale rates, while 
you can afford to bid at retail 
prices. 

In many states, land is sold for 
nonpayment of taxes after five 
years. In others, the land is put on 
the market within six months to a 
year after taxes become delin- 
quent; but you don’t receive title 
to your property for several years, 
during which time the original 
owner can buy the land back by 
paying the taxes. You get your 
money back in such cases, of 
course, together with good inter- 
est. That’s why you'll be bidding 
against professional investors. 


What kind of land can be bought 
at a tax sale? Usually it’s not the 
choicest land in the community. 
But the fact that real estate com- 
panies make it a practice to re- 
ceive all tax sales notices from 
county tax collectors, and that 
they regularly attend auctions, 
shows that salable land can be 
bought for a third of its regular 
market price or less. There are 
many tracts of land once sold for 
taxes that today would command 
a ransom. 

It doesn’t cost anything to look 
at the land, and here’s how to go 
about it. Laws of most states re- 
quire public notices of tax sales. 
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Usually a notice giving location, 
description, and minimum price of 
the land is published in a local 
newspaper once a week for three 
weeks prior to the date of the sale. 
The county tax collector can tell 
you which paper carries these 
notices. If he sends out notices, 
you are entitled to have your name 
put on his mailing list. 


The next step is to locate prop- 
erty described in a notice. Con- 
sult official property maps in the 
tax assessor’s office. From the 
written description, you can find 
the location on a detailed map 
showing roads, streets, and adja- 
cent property. When you've spotted 
the location, take a firsthand look. 
Be critical and make certain you'd 
like to own the property. It’s a 
good idea to set a price limit at the 
start, over which you'll not step, 
even in the heat of auction. 

Keep track of lots in a loose- 
leaf notebook with a page devoted 
to each piece of land. Write down 
the official parcel number from the 
notice, the location, size, minimum 
bid, your own highest bid, and 
features which will help you re- 
member the land. Be particularly 
careful about the size of lots. Often 
they are oddly shaped or extreme- 
ly narrow. It’s your job to know 
this. The tax collector calls the 
sale by parcel number only. 


I; after inspecting the property, 
you decide to bid on it, you then 
appear at the time and place 
scheduled for the sale, have some 
“lawful money of the United 
States” in your pocket, and a clear 
voice. Most counties require a 
10 percent deposit in the county 
clerk’s office on the day of the sale. 
You pay the balance when you 
pick up the deed which will be 
made out for you later. 

What kind of title do you get? 
In general, when the tax collector 
executes a deed to a purchaser, it 
is a safe title. But it’s up to you to 
make sure—before you buy. The 
wisest procedure is to check with 
an attorney, title insurance com- 
pany, or abstractor just as you 
would before the purchase of any 
land. To own land with a defective 
title usually ends in headache, or 
heartache, or court action, or most 
likely all three. 

But, like every other market, 
the real estate market has its 
bargain basement. If you’re good 
at buying bargains, here’s your 
chance to pick one up in land.

L, your family asks for strawberry jam, take advantage 
of the luscious berries in season.

Here are 
recipes for the kind of strawberry jam, jelly, marmalade 
that make hot toast or rolls a special treat. 


To make strawberry jam, wash and sort the berries. Slice in half lengthwise. 
If the strawberries are large, cut in quarters. Now follow the recipe below 


Strawberry Jam 
Here’s real berry-patch flavor 
2 quarts straw- 1% bottle fruit 
berries pectin 
7 cups sugar 


Wash and slice berries in half 


lengthwise; cut large berries in 
quarters. Measure 4 cups berries 
into large saucepan; add 1 cup 
sugar; mix carefully and let stand 
15 minutes, Add retaining sugar; 
mix well and heat to full rolling 
boil. Boil hard 1 minute, stirring 
constantly, Remove from heat and 
stir in pectin. Stir and skim al- 
ternately 5 minutes to cool slightly 
and prevent floating fruit. Ladle 
into hot sterilized glasses; seal with 
paraffin. Makes ten 6-ounce glasses.

Wash and crush strawberries. 
Place in jelly cloth or bag and 
squeeze out juice.

(If 
berries lack tartness, use 334 cups 
juice and '4 cup lemon juice.) Add 
sugar; mix well; heat to boiling, 
Stirring constantly; stir in pectin at 
once. Heat to full rolling boil and 
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boil hard 1 minute, stirring con- 
stantly. Remove from heat; skim; 
pour into hot sterilized glasses. Seal 
with paraffin at once. Makes eleven 
6-ounce glasses. 


Strawberry Marmalade 


With a tang of orange and lemon 
1 medium 1 quart fully 
orange ripe straw- 
1 medium lemon berries, crushed 
34 cup water 4 cups sugar 
1/16 teaspoon 1 box powdered 
soda fruit pectin 
Remove skins in quarters from 
orange and lemon. Lay quarters 
flat and remove part of white mem- 
brane. Slice remaining peel very 
fine. Add water and soda; heat to 
boiling and simmer, covered, for 
10 minutes, stirring occasionally. 
Remove membrane from peeled 
fruit; add pulp and juice to un- 
drained cooked peel and simmer, 
covered, 15 minutes. Add crushed 
strawberries. Measure 3 cups fruit 
pulp into large saucepan; place 
over high heat. Add pectin; stir 
until mixture comes to a hard boil. 
Add sugar immediately, stirring. 
Keep marmalade at a full rolling 
boil for 1 minute. Remove from 
heat; skim; ladle quickly into 
glasses. Paraffin at once. Makes 
about seven 6-ounce glasses.

f is next time you want to finish an interior wall—to 
make wasted attic space into a useful room, to build a 
partition, to hide an old surface that has deteriorated 
badly—consider the merits of gypsum wallboard. 

With the right techniques, gypsum board is relatively 
easy for even the most inexperienced handy man to han- 
dle. There is no need for sawing—you merely score the 
surface with a knife and a straightedge and then snap 
the core. Gypsum board is economical. It is available 
anywhere. It is fireproof. It gives you a perfectly smooth, 
strong surface—one you can readily finish with paint or 
wallpaper. 

Some gypsum board wall panels also come prefinished 
with a tough surface material simulating wood grain. 

Gypsum board comes in a variety of thicknesses and 
sheet sizes. There are several ways either to hide or to 
accent the joints between sheets, including the treatment 
pictured on page 142, which conceals the joints com- 
pletely with tape. 

Before you install gypsum board panels, discuss your 
project with your building materials dealer and review 
installation instructions prepared by the manufacturer. 
Both will help you solve special problems you may en- 
counter in tackling your particular job. 

Here, and on following pages—in photographs—are 
step-by-step tips that will guide you to a successful job of 
installing gypsum wallboard panels. 


Scallops and shallow curves can be easily cut in gypsum board with an 
ordinary coping saw. Fit the saw with a fine-toothed blade, mark the 
curves with a pattern to insure uniformity, and cut slowly. For deeper 
curves or internal cutouts, you should use a keyhole saw (background)

How to put up gypsum board 


Backing. Sheets can be ap- 
plied.-horizontally (left) or 
vertically.

Nailing. Nail gypsum board 
panel to each stud it covers. 
Space nails 6 to 8 inches apart 
on walls, 5 to 7 inches on ceil- 
ings. Use fourpenny cement- 
coated nails for '/4- or ¥/g-inch 
gypsum board, sixpenny coat- 
ed nails for '/-inch. To make 
sure nails will hit an interior 
stud, draw a pencil-line guide. 
But nail from center of panel 
outward for snug fit.

Holding sheets. Arrange sheets to hold number of joints to a 
minimum. Generally, horizontal placement seems to work 
best if ceiling is less than 8'/ feet high, vertical placement if 
ceiling is higher.

Hiding joints 


Joint sealing, using a special 
cement, begins after all sheets 
are in place. Use a wide joint- 
finishing knife to force the first 
coat of cement into the joint. 
Notice that nails at a joint 
should be pa'red rather than 
staggered. Original edges of 
gypsum board sheet are re- 
cessed to take cement, but 
you can handle flush joints of 
pieces youhavecutinsame way 


Three finishing coats of cement 
make a perfect joint. The first 
goes on over tape to fill recess 
flush with face of board. Each 
successive coat should extend 
beyond edges of previous coat, 
with edges smoothly feathered 
to avoid ridges. Let each coat 
dry completely, then smooth 
it lightly with fine sandpaper 


Strips of molding around win- 
dows and doors should be used 
to cover edges of gypsum board 
where possible, making it less 
essential that you get a perfect 
fit. Note that all exposed nail- 
heads have been buttered over 
with joint cement. Nailheads, 
too, need the three-coat treat- 
ment, with sanding between 
the successive coats of cement

Perforated binding tape, made 
specially for the purpose, is 
centered over joint and pressed 
into place as soon as the joint 
is buttered with cement. Use 
force to get the tape as tight- 
ly against the wall as possible, 
and scrape away excess cement 
with the knife. This tape rein- 
forces the joint and prevents 
it from cracking open later 





Corner joints are handled same 
way as face joints. Fold tape, 
and cement both sides at same 
time. Again, apply three fin- 
ishing coats of cement, feath- 
ering out the edges and sand- 
ing lightly. Apply finishing 
coats to only one side of angle 
at a time, however, and let ce-

If you have a humidity problem in 
your basement, the surest way to 
prevent condensation on walls is 
to warm the space. Keeping the 
pilot light of your gas furnace 
or oil burner going all summer 
may be enough to keep air tem- 
peratures above condensation 
point. In extreme cases, you may 
need a little furnace fire, but turn 
your blower off. This will prevent 
your heating plant from rusting, 
and will keep rust and mildew 
from damaging anything in the 
basement. 





One way to keep closets and other 
small spaces dry is to heat them. 
A 100-watt bulb burning con- 
stantly will usually do the job. 


Some moisture-removing devices 
act like renewable blotting paper.

If your baby is nervous— 


Crying, fussing, tossing, bumping, rock- 


ing his crib. Why does he do these things 


and what can you do to help him? 


By Ann Usher 


L your baby cries a lot or is restless or jumpy, 
chances are you blame it on a feeding disturb- 
ance or uncomfortable clothes. Or maybe you 
assume that he’s too warm or too cold. If every- 
thing seems to be all right, you probably decide 
that your baby is just plain “spoiled.” 

You're not likely to think of nervousness as 
the cause of your infant’s fussiness. After all, 
what would make him “‘nervous’’? 

But many young babies are nervous, and lots 
of their distress, particularly in the early months, 
is due to nerves. 

Nervousness does not have the same meaning 
for infants as it does for grownups. When we 
are nervous, it’s because we're afraid of some- 
thing, or because we’re unsure of ourselves. A 
baby is nervous because his nervous system is not 
yet fully developed and co-ordinated. 

The human nervous system consists of some 
twelve billion nerve cells, and of countless nerve 
fibers which extend to, from, and into the bodies 
of these cells. It is a vast network which affects 
every part of the body. 


Many months before the baby is born, all of 
his nerve cells have already been formed, and 
many of them begin to operate even at that 
early date. But many other nerve cells are not 
fully developed even at birth. These go on get- 
ting ready for their proper functions, much as the 
baby’s mind and body grows. 

When a baby arrives in this world of ours, his 
whole surroundings are different from those he 
has been used to. He has been in a warm, dark 
quiet sac, surrounded by fluid (which we call 
“water’’). The movements of his mother’s body 
rocked him in soothing motion. His food was 
automatically provided. He had no concern 
with breathing or elimination. At birth, he is 
immediately introduced to noise, light, cool- 
ness, and dry air. There remains little of the 
rhythmic motion he was accustomed to inside 
his mother. 

It takes a while for his nervous system to ad- 
just to this strange, new environment. For some 
babies, the adjustment seems to come quickly. 
With others, it does not. These react with 
various signs of nervousness to the sensations 


they are receiving constantly from all sides. 

Some of these babies twitch and tremble for no 
apparent reason. Others are easily startled by 
household sounds. Still others just seem vaguely 
unhappy and restless. But the nervous babies 
who cause their parents the most worry are the 
ones who cry irritably for long periods and 
for no known reason. They aren’t hungry. 
They'll reject food if it’s offered to them, or 
take a few swallows of milk, then turn away. 
They’re dry and clean diaper-wise, comfortably 
dressed, neither too warm nor chilled; nothing is 
scratching or sticking them. They have no colic 
or indigestion, and are not ill otherwise. Why 
are they crying? 


In a study of why babies cry, made by the 
late Dr. C. Anderson Aldrich, Director of the 
Rochester Child Health Project, and his as- 
sociates at St. Mary’s Hospital in Rochester, 
Minnesota, the main physical reasons for crying 
were hunger, vomiting, soiled or wet diapers. 
But there was a large percentage of crying spells 
that could not be accounted for. When the 
babies went home from the hospital, the study 
was continued by their mothers. The mothers 
recorded crying spells on forms supplied by the 
hospital and jotted down the apparent cause of 
the crying. 

The possible causes set down for the mothers’ 
guidance were associated with: (1) hunger; (2) 
vomiting; (3) bowel movement; (4) urinating; 
(5) chilling; (6) overheating; (7) bath; (8) 
noise; (9) light; (10) an unknown reason. 

The babies had fewer long crying spells than 
in the hospital, and the mothers were better able 
to determine the cause of the crying than was 
possible in the hospital. But at home, as in the 
hospital, and in spite of their closeness to their 
mothers, some of the babies had periods of cry- 
ing that could not be explained. 


Newvou, irritable crying does not always take 
the form of prolonged crying spells. Sometimes 
the nervous reaction will be a sharp, piercing 
little scream. There won’t seem to be any 
reason for it. It seems instead to be just dissatis- 
faction with affairs in general. Or there may be

If your baby 
is nervous

periods of tenseness and fussing be- 
fore dropping off to sleep. Though 
the baby obviously is tired, he just 
can’t relax. 

You may recognize some one of 
these signs of nervousness as being 
typical of your baby. If so, there’s 
no need to be alarmed. Your baby 
will outgrow his tenseness as soon 
as his nervous system has become 
adjusted to his surroundings. 


O; course, you should not just 
assume that all your baby’s crying 
is of the irritable or nervous variety. 
Look for the reason behind each 
cry. Check the nine possible specific 
causes suggested. 

In addition, consider whether 
your baby may be wrapped too 
snugly in his blankets, whether 
you may be holding him too tight- 
ly, or whether you are supporting 
his back and head sufficiently if 
he’s a very young baby. Or per- 
haps he’s lonely and wants some 
company for a while. 

Could it be that you are forcing 
him into accomplishments he’s not 
ready for, or holding him back 
from things he feels able to do? 
Are you hurried and harried when 
you're taking care of his needs? Or 
it may be an up-and-coming tooth 
that is making him irritable. 


per be that you’ve shown an- 
noyance because your baby has 
a fondness for his thumb. Or you 
may be going against his own 
natural time for doing things 
(which we call his “‘self-schedule’’). 
Have you been too grim about get- 
ting all his milk or those first solid 
foods into him? 

Sometimes it’s an unsuspected 
gas bubble that’s making your 
baby uncomfortable. Or he may 
have been frightened by a sudden 
loud noise. 

If none of these reasons explains 
his crying, and his doctor says your 
baby is in perfect health, chances 
are that his nervous system is still 
immature and not completely ad- 
justed to his surroundings. 

What can you do to ease your 
infant through these spells of ir- 
ritable crying? The first thing is to 
be calm. If you are nervous, your 
nervousness will affect the baby. 
Tell yourself this is merely a phase 
of his growth. Then do everything 
you can to comfort him. 

Try to provide a quiet, darkened 
room for his rest periods. Always 
handle and speak to him gently. 
Avoid any sudden, swooping move- 
ments that may startle him. And 
avoid as much as possible any un- 
usual disturbances. (Displaying 
him to visitors may fall under this 
category.) 


Rocking and cuddling him may 
help, when he is in distress. Or 
carrying him around, held up 
against your shoulder. These ac- 
tions imitate the rhythmic move- 
ments of his prenatal existence, 
which he may miss. If picking him 
up or rocking him seems to soothe 
your baby, don’t be afraid you

may be “spoiling” him. Comfort- 
ing an unhappy baby is the nat- 
ural thing to do. There’s no need, 
of course, to pick him up imme- 
diately at his first cry. He may 
stop after a few minutes and settle 
down of his own accord. And if 
picking him up or rocking him 
doesn’t seem to help spells of pro- 
longed crying, it may be better to 
leave him in his crib. 

Sometimes a tiny baby will stop 
crying if he is shifted from one 
position to another in his crib. Or 
if his back is rubbed or patted. 

Fortunately, nervous crying 
doesn’t affect the baby’s health. 
Most of these babies, including 
those with colic (which seems to be 
related in some way to nervous- 
ness), grow and thrive as well as, 
and often better than, the placid 
babies who cry very little. 


Untocestniely, however, many 
of the nervous babies seem to have 
their days turned around. They 
are fretful and crying at night, 
though they may rest well during

It’s quite a strain on 
parents to have their baby crying a 
good part of the daytime, and it’s 
doubly distressing when the crying 
spells occur at night.

Bee barriers for better grapes 


What can I do to keep bees from sucking juice from the fruit on 
my three grapevines and spoiling it for table use? Every year 
I have this problem and there are few bunches of grapes the 
bees don’t damage. W. T. R., Rhode Island 


A good way is to protect each young bunch of grapes with a paper 
sack. Slip the bunch of grapes into the paper sack, as shown. Gather 
top of the sack together around the stem and tie with string or wire. 
A paper clip can be used if top of paper sack is gathered into pleats. 
Sack the young bunches of grapes when they are no larger than peas 


See how nice and full the top two bunches of grapes are. The paper 
sacks have just been removed to reveal tight bunches of luscious fruit 
without a blemish. Sacking grapes also keeps them free of dirt. The 
lower bunch of white grapes was taken from among others left unpro- 
tected on this same vine. Note that grapes in the unprotected bunch are 
not filled out uniformly, and some of them are diseased and shrunken

Inside corners require care.

After months of secrecy, testing, 
and trial use by doctors and sur- 
geons, revolutionary new types of 
antiseptic products are at last 
ready for your home medicine 
cabinet. In the form of soaps, lo- 
tions, liquids, and creams, these 
new germ-busters are unbelievably 
deadly to bacteria, but harmless to 
humans.

cally as G-11 when it was devel- 
oped during wartime research, is 
becoming famous as hexachloro- 
phene—technically, a chlorinated 
phenol. As sometimes happens, 
this chemical stood idly on the 
shelves for several years after Dr. 
William Gump developed it. After 
the war, soap manufacturers began 
casting about for new products, 
and one company experimented 
casually with hexachlorophene. 
The result was, as one member of 
the industry puts it, “the biggest 
thing to hit the bath soap business 
since Saturday night.” 


Ti cxncdiisabiins has the rare 
quality of retaining its germ-blast- 
ing power when combined with 
soaps and cosmetics. One of its 
first uses was as a surgical soap. 
Surgeons found that when they 
used hexachlorophene soaps regu- 
larly, the normal germ population 
of their skins was tremendously re- 
duced. Such soaps are now offered 
for home use. In addition to killing 
germs, they stop B.O. before it 
starts. 

Normal perspiration has no un- 
pleasant odor. Body odor results 
from bacterial breakdown of sweat. 
Hexachlorophene soaps stop bac- 
terial action, hence keep perspira- 
tion from becoming odorous. Oc- 
casional use of such soaps may 
prove disappointing—it is regular 
use that builds up a skin environ- 
ment more and more hostile to 
bacteria. 


Ti cnclipscghnin is not suitable 
as a first-aid antiseptic applied to 
raw wounds. But it is amazingly 
kind to intact human skin, as an 
ingredient of cosmetic prepara- 
tions. A new antiseptic baby lotion 
containing hexachlorophene is be- 
ing hailed as a sure cure and pre- 
ventive of impetigo—a _ crusted, 
messy, highly contagious skin dis- 
ease that can afflict adults, too. 
“Positive cure” is a strong claim, 
but the lotion proved itself in 
checking impetigo epidemics rag- 
ing in hospital nurseries. The lo- 
tion also prevents prickly heat and 
diaper rash. Like a cosmetic, it is 
applied to the baby and not to the 
diaper.

garage. Instead, continuing high 
building costs kept them in their 
garage home for four years. They 
didn’t recognize it at the time, but 
that delay was a sort of negative 
nudge that was to guide them onto 
the road toward financial security.

built, and the four Rogers’ were 
trying to live and sleep in the boys’ 
room. 

“The house looked like pictures 
from devastated Europe,” Mrs. 
Rogers remembe:s. The house then 
seemed to be mostly openings 
without doors: Rogers nailed his 
family in each night with sheets of 
plywood over the gaping holes be- 
fore going on duty. 


Ana Mrs. Rogers is convinced 
pioneer life couldn’t have been 
tougher than the winter evenings 
when she and the boys tried to 
keep warm in the freshly plastered, 
drafty rooms. She says nothing is so 
cold and damp as a room whose 
walls are covered with wet plaster. 
While the plaster was going on, 
the Rogers’ cooked their meals at a 
neighbor’s house. 

Every day brought its own 
building problems, too. Rogers 
had to plane one door down 20 
times before it would fit. And Mrs. 
Rogers found herself occasionally 
pasting off-sized lengths of wall- 
paper on the walls. Her original 
tool for rolling the seams was a 
roller skate wheel. 

A typical day found Rogers at 
work on the house early in the 
morning, so he could put in about 
seven hours before going to his job. 
Mrs. Rogers usually worked about 
five hours a day on the house. 
Rogers did the sawing and nailing, 
while Mrs. Rogers was combina- 
tion carpenter’s apprentice and 
straw boss. 

Actually, the Rogers’ house- 
building was short on organization 
and long on lessons in family rela- 
tionships. Mrs. Rogers learned to 
expect a stream of interruptions 
introduced by a plaintive “Say, 
honey, could you come here just a 
minute?” Rogers’ version is that he 
spent 10 minutes working for every 
half hour getting up and down a 
ladder for things he had forgotten. 


ye learned to be prepared for 
a change at a moment’s notice: 
When glass was ordered for a 2x2 
window in the living room, a mis- 
take was made and the glass that 
arrived was 2x4 feet. Rogers cut 
two more feet out of the wall to fit 
the glass. Since he had cut some 
studs out to make the larger open- 
ing, he added more elsewhere in 
the wall for more support. Now the 
wall is practically solid 2x4’s. 
Plastering, plumbing, and brick- 
laying for the chimney were the 
only jobs done by professionals. 
Mr. and Mrs. Rogers watched the 
bricklayer carefully so that they 
could do the outside brick planting 
wall themselves. Mrs. Rogers had 
the inspiration for “weeping joints” 
—letting the mortar stick out be- 
tween the bricks. They were so 
generous applying mortar with 
their 19-cent trowel that in places 
the joints not only project, but run 
over in frozen rivulets. Their re- 
ward came after the wall was com- 
pleted, and a passer-by asked

Rogers when he was going to chip 
the mortar off and clean up the 
wall. 

The house, including the wall, 
is finished now—1,100 square feet 
of floor space. The old garage now 
is a bedroom for the boys, a dining 
room-kitchen, and a bath. The 
addition has a living room, bed- 
room, and another bath. And the 
Rogers family is well on its way 
toward paying off the $3,000 loan. 

But Mr. and Mrs. Rogers aren’t 
spending their spare time around 
the fireplace, reminiscing about 
the old, hard, building days. They 
took the garage for their house, 
you'll remember, and now they’re 
right back where they started— 
building a garage. 


How to build a brick 
flowerbox

You don’t have to be a profes- 
sional bricklayer to make a plant- 


. ing box like the one the Rogers’ 


built across the front of their house. 

When you let mortar drip from 
joints, as the Rogers’ did for tex- 
ture, you escape one of the major 
chores of bricklaying. And if your 
bricks don’t lay quite to the line, 
the irregularities will just give 
your wall more of the texture you 
want. 

Unless you live in a frost-free 
region and can build your wall on 
hard, solid earth, you’ll need a 
foundation. A cement slab six 
inches thick and a little wider than 
the wall, reinforced with a heavy 
wire mesh, will bear the weight of 
the wall. The slab can be poured 
so its top is level with the ground 
surface: if the wall is not joined to 
your house, the wall and slab will 
be free to move as frost heaves the 
earth in winter, without damage. 


Start your wall by laying a 
course of brick on the foundation 
without mortar, to make sure that 
the bricks, and necessary mortar 
joints, will fit. Make corrections 
by increasing or decreasing the 
size of cross joints. When the bricks 
are laid out to exactly fit the wall

with two lines on the foundation. 

Now, spread cement-lime-sand 
mortar evenly under the location 
of a corner brick, and run the 
point of your trowel down the cen- 
ter of the mortar, to squeeze it into 
two parallel ridges. Set your first 
brick (previously soaked in water) 
in the mortar, on the line marked 
on the foundation, pushing it down 
firmly, so some of the mortar will 
be squeezed out of the joint. Lay 
the next brick similarly, after but- 
tering an end with mortar to form 
the cross joint. 


ia that fashion, lay up several 
courses at each end of the wall, us- 
ing the level and plumb bob fre- 
quently for accuracy. Then stretch 
a line between the lowest bricks at 
each end, to mark the top outside 
edge of the line of bricks you will 
lay on the foundation, in their pre- 
viously marked locations. When 
that course is laid, move the string 
up to mark the position of the 
bricks in the next course, and con- 
tinue building. Make sure all 
joints are filled with mortar. ° 

If you don’t lay the bricks exact- 
ly to the line at your first try, don’t 
move them—your mortar bond 
will be stronger if you leave them 
where they first land. The irregu- 
larity will add to the rough finish 
you’re trying for. If your wall will be 
quite long, strengthen it by setting 
iron crossties in the mortar every 
four feet or so, to tie the two sides 
together. 


Before the mortar has set com- 
pletely, shove a stick through the 
mortar between the foundation 
and several first-course bricks, to 
make drainage holes through 
which the water from the planting 
box can escape. When the mortar 
has set, dump an inch or two of 
gravel into the hollow wall and fill 
the remaining space with earth for 
your plants.

disappear at the end of the baby’s 
first three months. So if you have 
been comforting your baby during 
fussy spells by holding or rocking 
him, you can begin about this time 
to accustom him to being held less. 
If you continue indefinitely to pick 
him up every time he cries, there’s 
a chance he'll develop the habit of 
crying just to be held. 

He’ll still need to be loved and 
petted, though, especially when 
he’s being very good. In this way, 
he won't feel that you have quit 
loving him. And he will under- 
stand that it isn’t necessary for him 
to cry in order to be cuddled and 
made much of. 


“Tough most nervous symptoms 
are outgrown after the early 
months, some high-strung babies 
develop other nervous habits in the 
latter part of the first year. Some- 
times it may be head-bumping— 
which worries their parents a great 
deal. For long periods before 
dropping off to sleep, the baby will 
ram his head against the crib bars 
with a thud that alarms his listening 
parents. Luckily the bumps don’t 
hurt the baby, but it’s hard to 
understand why he keeps up the 
activity. 

Other older babies, when they 
are put in their cribs to sleep, 
spend a good deal of time rocking 
back and forth on their hands and 
knees, shaking'the crib and making 
it waltz noisily across the floor. 
There’s even less chance of this 
baby getting hurt than the head- 
bumper. But the noise he makes is 
distracting, and he isn’t getting 
any rest while he’s bouncing. 

If your baby has taken to bump- 
ing his head or shaking his crib, 
there isn’t much you can do to stop 
him. He'll outgrow either habit. 


& the meantime, pad the inside 
of the crib so he can’t hurt him- 
self if he’s a head-bumper. If he 
likes to rock back and forth, re- 
move the wheels or casters from his 
crib so it doesn’t move so easily. A 
piece of heavy carpet, or a shag 
rug, on the floor under the crib 
will help to keep it from moving 
and will soften the noise. Anchor 
the crib by placing it with one end 
up to a wall and the other end 
braced by a chest of drawers.

to spank your kids?

Sparing the rod won’t spoil the child, 
but take it from a top family expert who 
has four children himself, you shouldn't 


feel too guilty if you have to use it onoccasion 


H... you ever spanked your boy or girl 
and then wondered whether you were doing 
the right thing or not? Or have you ever not 
spanked and worried for fear you should 
have? Do you spank and then feel guilty 
about it afterward? 

The truth of the matter is that in our far- 
from-perfect world, people being what they 
are, there are some good as well as some bad 
things to be said for spanking. That imper- 
fect world itself spanks us swiftly and effective- 
ly when we disobey laws. Fire burns. Dropped 
things break. Green apples cause stomach- 
aches. Unkindness has repercussions. A seri- 
ous enough mistake can cost a man his job. 

A little spanking in early childhood, when 
it is relatively harmless, may be preferable 
to waiting for the world to mete out more 
severe punishment for offenses later. Certain- 
ly it is preferable to having a youngster grow 
up, indifferent to the rights and wishes of 
others, bent on pushing people around. 

The permissive methods of child training, 
excellent as they are in intent, 
have encouraged many par- 
ents to allow their children to 
get out of hand and become 
nuisances in the home, as well 
as outside of it. Tyrants are 
not very popular people, and 
you’re doing your youngster 
no favor if you let him grow 
up believing he can have his 
own way about everything. 
If there seems to be no other 
way to gain his cooperation, a 
little corporal punishment 
supplies an easily understood 
and logical retribution for 
wrong conduct. It speaks the 
language of the young child 
who, himself, hits the toy that

refuses to behave itself as it is supposed to do. 

Long-winded discussions and reasoned ar- 
guments can be extremely wearing on the 
small child. They demand understanding he 
does not yet possess. Concrete examples of 
what you mean are often kinder in the long 
run. A spanking is concrete enough to be ef- 
fective, soon over, and more merciful than a 
prolonged bout or clash of wills. That’s why 
a spanking so often clears the air and makes 
the home atmosphere miraculously sunny 
again. 

It is healthier than prolonged recrimina- 
tions or a constantly critical, I’m-disappoint- 
ed-in-you attitude. Often a grownup who 
doesn’t spank is actually afraid of his own 
unconscious hostility. One mother told me 
recently: “I don’t dare to spank Bobby for 
fear I'll go too far once I let down my self- 
control.” 


Bu this unconscious hostility is bound to 
express itself in other ways that wound more 
deeply than spanking. To live with a con- 
tinously disapproving, embittered, or cyni- 
cal parent is harder on a boy or girl than to 
get a spanking once in a while from a loving, 
devoted one who is quick to forgive and let 
bygones be bygones.

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Landscape

ee key to lasting landscape beauty lies in choos- 
ing the right plants. Previous articles in this series 
told you how to place plants to get a pleasant home 
grounds. Now your final step is to decide on the 
plant varieties to use. 

Just any old plant won’t do. Each one must be 
suitable to your climate, and to the amount of sun 
and shade it will get. It should harmonize with the 
other plants you use, and with the architecture of 
your house. And, of course, it should be easy to 
maintain so you won’t be spending all your time 
taking care of plants. 

A good planting grows in beauty over the years; 
a poor one soon becomes an eyesore. This article 
tells you the things to keep in mind when you make 
out your planting list. [ Turn to page 246

see all of Eastern Canada, you can 
cover a generous slice of this im- 
pressive area by using trains, 
planes, busses, or boats. Canadian 
National Railways operates a spe- 
cial Gaspé tour, combining a rail 
trip with a four-day motorcar tour 
around the peninsula. The cost is 
about $117.50 for the round trip 
from Montreal. Both Canadian 
National and Canadian Pacific 
serve Halifax, with stopovers en 
route at the most scenic points. 

The American Express Com- 
pany operates weekly cruise-tours 
to and through Nova Scotia, leav- 
ing Boston by steamer every Mon- 
day after June 26. The cost— 
$169.50, plus tax. 

Canada Steamship Lines, plying 
the St. Lawrence, offers a special 
tour to the Saguenay. There is rail 
service direct to Prince Edward 
Island and the lower end of Cape 
Breton Island. And, of course, 
there are bus lines interlacing the 
whole area. 


Les a leisurely vacation, and a 
thoroughly restful one, for you’re 
scarcely ever out of sight or sound 
of the sea. You drive close to salt 
water all the way from the tidal St. 
Lawrence at Montreal to the inter- 
national bridge at Calais, Maine. 
Along the way, you can sail, fish, 
gorge yourself on lobster, or swim 
in the pounding surf on hundreds 
of lonely beaches. 


You'll drive 3,135 miles, exclud- 
ing side trips, if you start and finish 
in New York. (Or 2,239 miles, if 
you count only the driving you do 
in Canada from Montreal to 
Calais.) You'll see an even dozen 
man-made or natural wonders, 
ranging from the quiet beauty of 
drowsy Isle d’Orleans to turbulent 
Reversing Falls at St. John. 


Youn relax on half a dozen 
ferryboat rides, one of them across 
the Bay of Fundy. And you'll make 
the entire Canadian part of the 
trip, from Montreal to Calais, for 
$300 to $375 in American money, 
assuming there are two children 
and two adults in your family. 
Canadian money is at a 10-percent 
discount; every American dollar 
you carry will be worth $1.10 in 
Canada. 

Gas and oil will cost about $50, 
American. Lodging for two adults 
and two children in above-average 
hotels, motels, or tourist homes 
(but not in luxurious establish- 
ments like Chateau Frontenac or 
Manoir Richelieu) will cost you 
about $8 per day, or roughly $100 
in discounted money for the 12 
nights. Meals will run another 
$120, figuring $2.25 plus per day 
for each person, tips included. 

Bridges and ferries will take $30. 
If you bring $375 in American 
money, that leaves you $75 for 
guide services, conducted tours, 
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weeks on whee 


admission fees, and for such tempt- 
ing purchases as hooked rugs, 
Scottish tartans, or British imports. 
You can bring back $500 in duty- 
free purchases for each member of 
your family ‘f you spend at least 
12 days in Canada. 

Eastern Canada is spotlessly 
clean, and you can stop without 
apprehension at any tourist cabin. 
In most provinces, these are gov- 
ernment-inspected and inexpen- 
sive. Touring Canadians like to 
picnic along the shore at noonday, 
stay in housekeeping cabins at 
night. By following this pleasant 
custom, you can cut another $50 
from the minimum cost of your 
trip. 

Whatever you spend, the divi- 
dends in scenery and history are 
staggering. Sun and salt spray, 
booming surf and quiet tidal estu- 
aries, fishing smacks full sail 
against the wind, Quebec habitants 
plowing their fields with oxen and 
hauling their produce to market 
by dogcart—these are only a few of 
the sights you'll remember in 
Eastern Canada. Most motor tours 
have their dull moments, but this 
one is continuously exciting.

Your first day takes you 379 
miles from New York to Montreal,

which you approach on a super- 
highway that brings you straight

the St. Lawrence. (If you start 
from the West, allow two days to 
reach Montreal from Chicago.) 
On the far side lies Montreal, tier 
after tier of buildings rising up the 
slopes of Mount Royal. This is a 
city of nearly a million people, 70 
percent of whom speak French. 
Unless your schedule permits an 
extra day for sight-seeing, be sure 
to drive up Mount Royal for a twi- 
light view of the city. ““The Moun- 
tain,” a 755-foot peak, is the heart 
of Montreal. From the summit, 
marked by a huge cross, you have 
an unsurpassed view, both of the 
city and the St. Lawrence. You 
can’t drive all the way to the top, 
but you can hire a caleche, a horse- 
drawn carriage, which will take 
you there for $3 an hour.

To really see Quebec 
at its best, travel by caleche at $3 an 
hour. Quebec is a drowsy place, 
and a caleche somehow seems more 
appropriate than a motor car 
You'll need a car. though, to visit 
the following: Sillery, where the 
first Jesuit mission was established 
in 1625; the Quebec Bridge and the 
cathedral city of Levis across the 
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river; Lac Beauport, Montmorency 
Falls, and the Isle d’Orleans. 

here are many ways to see 
Quebec, all of them good. The 
Quebec Railway, Light, and Pow- 
er Company runs six coach tours 
each day at a fare of $1.30 per per- 
son. The wip takes 1! hours. 
Should you like to see the city from 
the water, as Wolfe’s invading 
British saw the site in 1759, Quebec 
Waterways Sightseeing Tours 
Company operates two daylight 
motor cruises. Fares vary from $2 
to $3.50, depending on which ex- 
cursion you take. The old city is 
small, and with the help of a spe- 
cial booklet, you can cover it afoot 
in four to five hours.

Fourth day 


Your fourth day should begin no 
later than 8:30, for you must drive 
23 miles on winding gravel roads 
to St. Simeon and your first boat 
ride. The ferry takes you across the 
St. Lawrence to the south shore at 
Riviere du Loup for $1.75 per per- 
son, plus $4 for the car. (Total for 
four, $11.) You’re on the way to 
the Gaspé now. 

Stop at a roadside restaurant for 
an early lunch of “salt lamb,” 
animals fed in the salt marshes 
along the road. The road is paved, 
and you continue along a gentle 
shore line until you come to Bic, 
with its rocky islands which give 
you the first hint of the Gaspé. 


Just a short distance beyond is 


Father Point, where ocean liners 
pick up their pilots, and then Luce- 
ville, where the tourist bureau has 
its office in an old mill. This is the 
gateway to the Gaspé. At Metis, 
stop for a swim on the sand beaches, 
but prepare for a shock: St. Law- 
rence water is icy. Then hurry on 
to Ste. Anne des Monts, where the 
true Gaspé scenery begins. The 
paved road ends at this point, and 
the mountains come down to the 
sea. This is your overnight stop 
206 miles from Murray Bay. 


Fifth day 


For the next 114 miles, on your 
fifth day, the road winds along the 
foot of 500-foot cliffs, squeezed in 
at the edge of the water. Now and 
then, it climbs high on the hills, 
giving you a breeze-swept pano- 
rama of the Gulf of St. Lawrence 
Waterfalls tumble down over the 
rocks, and lighthouses perch atop 
high promontories. 

As you travel, you'll have plenty 
of chances to buy native handi- 
crafts—hooked rugs at Madeleine; 
ship models at Point du Frigate; 
baskets at Grand Etang, where the 
highway dips inland and crosses a 
covered bridge beside a_ placid 
lake. At Riviere au Renard, you 
can choose between a loop out to 
the tip of the Gaspé or a short in- 
land road down to Gaspé Village. 

After a solid diet of French, you 
are in for a surprise at Gaspé. This 
is an English-speaking town, al- 
though founded by Frenchman 
Cartier, in 1534, as the first white 
settlement in Canada. Now it’s 
settled by Guernseymen and Jer- 
seymen from the Channel Isles 
Visit the Cartier Cross, and look 
down the long reaches of the Bay 
of Gaspé, a placid harbor flanked 
by rolling hills bright with dande- 
lions and wild mustard. 

If you have two days to spare, 
take a boat to the Iles de la Made- 
leine, a dozen little islands with 
tiny hotels and wonderful sand 
beaches. Otherwise, continue on 
toward Percé. Most tourists stay in 
Percé, spectacular but crowded 
You may find it wiser and more 
restful to stop at Fort Prevel, oper- 
ated by the Quebec Game and 
Fisheries Department, halfway be- 
tween Gaspé and Percé. Old coast 
artillery barracks have been con-

Two 
double rooms, each with bath, will 
cost you $12 a day; meals will be 
the same amount for four persons 
There’s a huge living room, with 
picture windows framing the Bay 
of Gaspé, in each cabin; and it’s an 
easy drive to scenic points, such as 
the Gaspesian Frovincial Park. If 
Fort Prevel is your stopping place, 
you'll have traveled 161 miles; if 
you go on to Percé, 173. 

Percé itself is a phenomenal 
place. You come in over Céte Sur- 
prise, Surprise Hill. Below you is 
the village, with hotels lining the 
main street along a sandy beach 
Beyond is the great mass of Percé 
Rock, the pierced rock, like a great 
stony frigate stranded in the har- 
bor. In the distance are the red 
cliffs of Bonaventure Island, where 
Canada maintains one of the 
world’s greatest sanctuaries for sea 
birds. To your left, the shore rises 
up to a cross, and then to the Px 
de [ Aurore, where a hotel perches 
high above the town and catches 
the first rays of the sun. If the fish- 
ing boats are in when you arrive, 
the beach will be a turmoil of 
wheeling gulls, as fishermen deftly 
gut their catch of Gaspé cod. 

Try to walk to the top of Pic de 
f Aurore or hike to the summit of 
Mont Blanc for an over-all view of 
this remarkable countryside. If 
time forbids, then be sure to take 
the boat ride around the Bird 
Cliffs ($1 to $1.50 per person) 
The cliffs are snowy with wings of 
gannets, puffins, and gulls—27 
species in all, thousands of birds 
wheeling and cawing, nesting and 
walking back and forth. You can, 
if you wish, stay out on the island 
for $5 a day, meals included, and 
make pilgrimages afoot to the 
cliffs. Ashore, almost every hotel 
specializes in lobster, cod, and 
other native delicacies. 


Sixth day 


If you stay at Fort Prevel, run 
over to Percé the afternoon of your 
fifth day, and then return there the 
morning of the sixth. Leave by 
noon for the run along paved roads 
on the south side of the Gaspé 
Peninsula, perhaps stopping to 
swim at one of the warm-water 
beaches of the Baie des Chaleur. 
At the Chateau Blanc sur Mer in 
Bonaventure, 89 miles from Percé, 
make a midafternoon stop for a 
late lunch of mammoth lobster. 
The Chateau is the most famous 
eating place on the Gaspé. You'll 
cross covered bridges and river 
mouths where the pulpwood is 
piled high. At St. Omer, turn left, 
on a graveled road marked by a 
sign, to the ferry to Dalhousie, 
New Brunswick. This short cut 
saves you 68 miles around the end 
of the bay. Ask locally if in doubt. 

The Gaspé part of your trip 
ends at the ferryboat Romeo and 
Annette, which carries you across 
the Baie des Chaleurs to Dalhousie 
for $2.55. Then you’re on high- 
speed roads through wild forest 
country to Chatham, your over-

Cape Breton, 110 miles long and 
87 miles wide, is really three places 
rolled into one. The Bras d’Or 
Lake, a placid arm of the sea, has 
the placid beauty of the Minnesota 
lake country. The Margaree Val- 
ley, where mammoth salmon are 
caught, is like a bit of England, 
with white-spired churches peek- 
ing over the treetops and the river 
winding placidly through the cen- 
ter of it all. The coast, along the 
Cabot Trail, is more impressive 
than the Gaspé—wild, rugged, 
massive. This unspoiled island is 
worth a week’s time, though you 
can sample it in two days. 

If you’re lucky enough to be on 
the southern tip of Cape Breton 
Island on a Tuesday morning, 
take the steamship Ulna for a 14- 
hour cruise, with car, up through 
the Bras d’Or Lake to Sydney, or 
get aboard at any one of half a 
dozen points on the lake. Inquire 
locally for fares. Otherwise, drive 
the 85 miles on Highway 4 to the 
outskirts of Sydney along the shores 
of the lake, turning north on 
Highway 5 to Boularderie, and 
then up the Cabot Trail near St. 
Anns. This country looks like Scot- 
land, with its high moors and the 
rumbling sea just over the hill. And, 
as you go north, you follow close 
along the coast, sometimes far up 
on the headlands, now and then 


dipping down to the quiet waters 
of Wreck Cove or Skir Dhu. 

Finally, you come to Cape 
Smoky, split by a cloud halfway 
up. The road rises far above the 
pounding surf, turns a corner, and 
you look down at Ingonish, where 
mountain fiords, the ocean waves, 
rock cliffs, and jutting headlands 
combine in the most scenically per- 
fect setting to be found anywhere 
on the North AWantic. Ingonish is 
your overnight stop—250 miles 
from Pictou. You could stay three 
or four days without exhausting its 
pleasures. Hotels range in price 
from $2.50 a day to $5 upward at 
Keltic Lodge, run by the Province 
of Nova Scotia. 

Through this section, you are 
driving the Cabot Trail, 185.4 
miles long, a circle tour. Of this 
distance, 13 miles are paved, 105.2 
miles are wide gravel road, and 
67.2 are narrow gravel. The steep- 
est grades are on the western side. 


Tenth day 


On the tenth day, you'll go 
north from Ingonish, taking the 
12-mile side trip to Cape North, 
Cabot’s landfall in the 1500’s, and 
then swinging up under the cliffs of 
Sunrise Valley. 

The road drops steadily down- 
ward after a short distance, past 
“The Lone Sheiling,” a striking

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reproduction of a Scottish crofter’s 
cottage, and then rolls over hills 
and down along the shore to Cheti- 
camp, where cliffs and surf com- 
bine in a stormy coast. Then the 
Cabot Trail leads inland, through 
the quiet Margaree Valley, to Bad- 
deck, and down the north shore of 
the Bras d’Or to Port Hawkesbury. 
You retrace your steps on High- 
way 4 to Antigonish, the over- 
night stop—a total distance for the 
day of 243 miles. 


Eleventh day 


On your eleventh day, you drive 
down wide gravel on Highway 7 
through the forests to Sherbrooke 
and the main Nova Scotia shore. 
You have 302 miles to go, but it’s 
easy driving. All the way, you are 
in sight of the coast, with its islands, 
rock and surf, fishing towns such 
as Sheet Harbour, Ship Harbour, 
and Jeddore, to Dartmouth, across 
the bay by ferry from Halifax (50 
cents for car and driver; 10 cents 
each for passengers). The ferry has 
been in constant service since 
1752. Halifax is a fog-wrapped 
city with a magnificent harbor 
and a long history. The old town 
clock, erected in 1802; the Mar- 
tello tower in Point Pleasant Park; 
and St. Paul’s Church, erected in 
1750, oldest Protestant church in 
Canada, are all worth seeing. 
Drive up on the Citadel Hill to see 
the city, and stop at North West 
Arm, a beautiful sheet of water 
214 miles long, flanked by a golf 
course. Then continue east on 


Highway 3. Two miles out of town, 
turn left on a wide gravel road to 
Peggys Cove, a favorite spot for 
artists. Here, in a tiny cove, a 
white-spired church and half a 
dozen houses rest on the solid rock 
of the maritime shore. Go on past 
the cove to rejoin No. 3. 

You drive along Mahone Bay, 
with Oak Island, where Captain 
Kidd is supposed to have buried 
his treasure, on your left. In this 
same bay, in 1812, an American 
privateer blew up. On the anni- 
versary, natives say that an appari- 
tion, known as the “‘fireship,” can 
be seen on the water. 

You end the day in the peaceful 
fishing town of Lunenburg, home 
of the famous Nova Scotia wind- 
jammer, Bluenose, undefeated 
champion of the North Atlantic 
fishing fleet. Farmers hereabouts 
still use oxen, which they decorate 
with plumes and colorful painted 
yokes. Visit St. John’s Church 
(Anglican) which has communion 
vessels presented by George III 
and a pewter chalice dating from 
Queen Anne. 


Twelfth day 


Your twelfth day takes you 
along the coast to Liverpool, 
founded by Tories who left New 
England after the Revolution, and 
famed for tuna fishing. You turn 
inland here on Highway 8. But if 
time permits, take the 55-mile side 
trip on Highway 3 to Shelburne, 
founded overnight in 1783 when

taining hexachlorophene is on the 
market, and it may be taken for 
granted that women’s face creams 
and lotions will soon contain the 
wonder antiseptic. Here the appeal 
is not solely that of preventing 
impetigo, but of enhancing per- 
sonal beauty—male or female—by 
cracking down on skin bacteria 
that contribute to disfiguring skin 
eruptions. In one study of hexa- 
chlorophene soaps used by women 
factory workers, many reported 
that facial blemishes of acne and 
pimples were greatly benefited, 
blackheads tended to disappear. 


Neither Hyamine 10X nor the 
unrelated hexachlorophene meets 
the strict specification of a germi- 
cide: that it destroy a// micro- 
scopic forms of life. Spores, such as 
those responsible for lockjaw, re- 
main untouched. No antiseptic can 
take the doctor’s place. 

But for ordinary first aid, for 
better disinfection and germ con- 
trol, for personal appearance and 
hygiene, for safer baby care, for 
prevention of some afflictions that 
needn’t happen, the new antisep- 
tics in their various forms, properly 
used, are a milestone in medical 
progress.

Poison ivy and poison sumac

Wii summer here, poison ivy and poison 


sumac have again taken their places as menaces 
to human happiness. Countless picnics and va- 
cations have ended in misery—even in hospital 
beds—because of these two. 

Poison ivy and poison sumac are dangerous 
even secondhand. Not unusual is the case of one 
man who was badly poisoned in sharpening a 
hoe used to grub poison ivy months earlier. 

For your own safety, learn to identify the two 
plants. Poison ivy is the more widespread. It 
grows in vacant lots and roadside ditches from 
coast to coast. The sketch shows its unmistakable 
features: leaflets borne in threes, and gray-white 
berries in fall. Usually it’s a vine, but in the West 
and South—where it’s often called poison oak 
it may be shrubby. A few harmless plants have 
triple leaflets, but avoid even them if you’re not 
sure. 

Poison sumac is pretty well limited to the 
eastern and central parts of the country. You 
aren't so likely to run into it because it prefers 
swampy spots deep in the woods. 

It is a small shrub or tree, with leaves made up 
of 7 to 13 leaflets as shown, unusual in that they 
stand up from the central stalk at an angle. The 
fall berries are like those of poison ivy, but flat- 
ter. Nonpoisonous sumac has red fruit in erect 
clusters. 


Both plants turn a beautiful red in fall. City 
dwellers have been known to gather armfuls for 
decoration, with the results you’d expect. And 
remember that, winter or summer, the wood is 
as poisonous as the leaves. 

The best way to kill both pests is with the new 
weed killer, 2,4,5-T, or with ammonium sul- 
famate. Both are sold under trade names. Burn 
dead plants but keep out of the smoke. Use old 
gloves and burn them afterwards. And keep in 
mind that bits of root remaining in the ground 
will stay poisonous for months. 


Cures are few and not too effective. Washing 
with laundry soap at once after contact removes 
some of the poison, but a wait of even 10 minutes 
is too long. Much better is a 5 percent solution of 
ferric chloride in glycerine and alcohol, placed 
on the irritation and let dry. This solution stains 
skin and clothing brown. 

If your skin is inflamed, see your doctor at 
once. He can at least relieve the itching. For 
your own medical kit, a solution of tannic acid 
in water is one of the best treatments. Avoid 
ointments or anything containing oil or grease, 
which dissolves and spreads the poison. 

In the end, the best treatment for both poison 
ivy and poison sumac is to learn to recognize 
them. Then stay away.

10,000 Tory exiles from the United 
States settled there. The town is 
full of colonial relics, including 
rare old documents in the museum. 
If you stay on Route 8, you'll cross 
through pine and sand country to 
Annapolis Royal. This fascinating 
town centers around Fort Anne 
Historic Park. The old fort—first 
French, then British—contains a 
room transferred bodily from an 
Acadian home, including every 
utensil the Acadians used. 

You'll have to be in Digby by 
2 p.m. to take the boat to St. John, 
New Brunswick. In July and 
August, make your reservation for 
the boat at least a week in advance, 
or you'll be out of luck. It’s best to 
send a wire to Canadian Pacific 
Railway Steamships, Digby, Nova 
Scotia, when you reach Gaspé 
Village, and confirm it by phone 
from Moncton two days later. If 
the boat is full, you'll have to cur- 
tail your trip, going north from 
Halifax to Amherst and Moncton, 
then driving down through New 
Brunswick, a total of about 300 
miles. Boat fares: $2.25 per passen- 
ger, $8 for the car. Driving distance, 
Lunenburg to Digby: 131 miles. 

The boat lands you in St. John 
at 6:30 that evening. Drive down 
through town to Reversing Falls 
Gorge, where you get a view of the 
river that flows uphill. When tides 
come in from the Bay of Fundy 
(check times locally), the river ac- 
tually flows upstream with a roar 
like a cascade. When the tide is 
out, the river tumbles down 
through rocky rapids. You may 
want to stay over to see this phe- 
nomenon during daylight; if so, 
rearrange your driving the next 
two days, both long ones.

, * can give many kinds of house plants a lift by 
summering outdoors. Such plants are likely to be stur- 
dier. And the plants can help give your yard a touch of 
glamour. House plants can add beauty to the porch, 
terrace, and window box. Let your imagination suggest 
ways to use them. 


Sun or shade? Shade-loving house plants such as African- 
violets and ivies may be used outside if they’re in a pro- 
tected place where there is no direct sunlight. Put sun- 
loving plants like coleus and geraniums in a sunny 
border. Begonias do best in shade or partial shade. 


In or out of pots? Leave house plants in their containers 
if you want them indoors next winter. Plant the container 
and all in the border so you can lift the plants quickly in 
late summer without disturbing the roots. Before setting 
potted plants, check the roots. If roots are crowded and 
brown, shift plant to a little larger pot. Leave plant in 
same pot if roots aren’t thick. 


Cut back? House plants that possess the bushy type of 
growth that geraniums and coleus do should have their 
tops cut back about two-thirds. 


- Plant food? Feed plants lightly every three or four weeks,

Dissolve 3 tablespoonfuls of a balanced plant food in a 
gallon of water. Be sure soil is moist before applying, and 
use about a pint to each plant. 

Follow these points and see how to handle poinsettias 
and Easter lilies on the next page. 
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Plant the poinsettia in the flower border as soon as soil is 
warm. Keep the plant in the pot, as you should with all plants 
you intend to take up later. Repot with enriched soil. Place 
gravel in bottom of hole to keep roots from growing through 
drainage hole. Set pot on ‘gravel; firm soil around it well

From cellar — to sunshine 


In the East basements are still popular, but in the rest of the country they're los- 
ing favor rapidly, and laundries are coming upstairs for air, sun, and a view 


of this sprawling, one-story, open-plan type. The two- 
story house has almost disappeared. 

A second significant trend disclosed by the studies is 
this: The single-use living room, dining room, and kitch- 
en are also disappearing. 

And with reason. These one-purpose rooms were a 
hang-over from the big houses of Grandmother’s day. 
Those houses had space and a place for things, particu- 
larly if Grandpa were a banker. But they got that way by 
being big and by having a lot of unused space. It took a 
servant or a couple of maiden aunts to keep them up. 
To build such houses today costs a fortune. 


To cut costs, the rooms in most of the houses built since 
World War I have grown smaller and smaller. 

But this new kind of house America is building attacks 
cost more intelligently. It stays compact enough to be 
paid for, but it regroups its space, not into single-purpose 
rooms, but around the things you do. 

Instead of a small living room to sit in, a small dining 
room to eat in, a small game room to play in, and a small 
kitchen to cook in, it tends to merge these goings on into 
a couple of big, informal, surprisingly handsome family 
living areas. Often a lot of glass in one wall opens these 
areas to the out-of-doors, making them psychologically 
larger, but still small enough to afford, and small enough 
for a housewife to run on her own. 

One good example of this change, revealed by this 
latest study, is the new kitchen. The study shows that to- 
day 8 out of 10 new kitchens are designed to eat in. They 
are not just a place to cook and wash dishes. Like the old 
farm kitchen, they have again become a place to live. 
They are bigger, warmer, mellower—and they are really 
the heart of the house. 


May be you remember those ‘“‘machine for living”’ kitch- 
ens so highly touted a couple of decades ago. American 
women don’t want any part of them in their new houses 
today. Instead, they want space to bump around in, 
space to sit down in for a midmorning cup of coffee, 
space to feed the kids in when they come home from 
skating, space for an after-the-movie snack of scrambled 
eggs and toast with friends. 

This new kitchen is a crystallization of a social as 
well as an architectural revolution. The slinky, hipless 
women of the twenties and the high-heeled, short-skirted,

There are two types of ear can- 
ker. One is caused by invasion of a 
mite. The other is from an accumu- 
lation of wax, dirt, and hair in the 
canals of the ear. Only a veteri- 
narian can tell which type your 
dog has. Once he identifies it by 
examination of fresh ear scrapings 
under a microscope, he'll know

Would it be all right to have her 
spayed at this age, or would it be 
F “a tava ‘or one as old as this?

Best authorities say spaying 
should be performed before ap- 
pearance of the first season. Later 
spaying is often attended by 
eventual urinary trouble. The ideal 


age is 5 months. 


Our dog has developed dropsy. He 
fills up with fluid A After he is 
tapped, he falls over and requires a 
heart stimulant. He seems in no 
misery and is otherwise quite active. 
Can he be cured?—Mrs. A. W., 
Wisconsin. 

Except in young puppies, treat- 
ment of dropsy is not satisfactory. 
Periodic removal of fluid to afford 
relief is important factor. Feed 
your dog highly nutritious food. If 
his heart is involved, your veteri- 
narian will probably give him digi- 
talis to slow down and strengthen 
heart action. 


What laxative should I use on 
my 20-months-old Pomeranian?— 
Mrs. A. M., Indiana. 

The only safe laxative for a dog 
is milk of magnesia. Many other 
laxatives made for human use con- 
tain strychnine, which is quick 
death for dogs, even in small 
quantities. 


How can one dispose of a dead 
dog if there is no yard in which to 
bury him?—Miss M. M., New 
York. 

Most any veterinarian will ar- 
range for disposal of a dog that dies 
on his premises. In large cities 
there is usually a pet burial ground. 
There are even pet crematory 
services some places that return 
the dog’s ashes to you in an urn.

Sow flowering annuals such as alyssum, balsam, cosmos, 
marigolds, nicotiana, tithonia, and zinnias for summer and fall 
bloom 

Spring-flowering bulbs may be dug as soon as the leaves 
turn yellow. Plant tender bulbs such as caladiums, cannas, 
dahlias, tuberose, and glads. 

Prune the hardy climbing roses now that they have finished 
blooming. Do the same on spring-flowering shrubs, but don’t 
wait much longer. Keep the natural shape of each kind of 
shrub—just cut back any scraggly branches that spoil the 
natural form. Cut out a few of the oldest canes on fast-grow- 
ing, many-caned shrubs like spireas. 

Give roses a light feeding this month except along the Gulf 
Coast and in Florida, where roses should be allowed to rest 
until early fall. Keep on spraying or dusting roses at weekly in- 
tervals to prevent damage from pests. Keep the flowers cut for 
best results.

TEXAS-SOUTHWEST 


Syringe azaleas with a fine water mist during hot weather; 
both sides of the leaves should receive the water twice a week. 
Soak the roots of azaleas with water through the mulch once a 
week. Azaleas not only thrive from syringing, but red spiders 
are discouraged by forceful spraying with water. 

Spray to control aphids on crapemyrtle, altheas, and cape- 
jasmines. Pick and burn bagworms that are often found hang- 
ing from evergreens and various shrubs. 

Pinch back chrysanthemums as soon as they are eight inches 
high. Feed and water regularly through the season to insure 
the beauty you want in the fall. 

Plant such warmth-loving vegetables as sweet corn, okra, 
Lima beans, sweet potatoes, and pepper plants.

CENTRAL AND EAST 


Set out zinnia, marigold, and calendula plants in the cutting 
garden. Leave some of the plants alone for early bloom, but 
pinch back the rest to develop compact plants with more 
flowers. Make a second sowing of annuals that have a habit 
of blooming all at once, then quitting. Second sowings will 
spread the bloom of nemesia, nigella, and Shirley poppy. 

Fill vacant spots in perennial border with annual flowers. 
Finish pruning early-flowering shrubs. Pinch off old flowers on 
azaleas and rhododendrons and shape up new growth. Then 
new buds will form this year. 

Spray the minute fast-working Japanese beetles, rose chafers, 
and June bugs appear; use a DDT and sulfur combination. 
Check delphiniums, nasturtiums, and other plants for plant 
lice. Spray infested plants with nicotine sulfate or a dust con- 
taining 1 percent rotenone. 

Cut flower heads off perennials as blooms fade, to keep 
plants neat, prevent unwanted seedlings, and to encourage 
more blooms.

PACIFIC NORTHWEST 


Plant many of your house plants outdoors. Shift to larger 
pots if roots are crowded. Plant clivias, sansevierias, aspidistras, 
and ferns in the shade, crassulas in ful! sun. 

Keep on feeding rose plants at 15-day intervals for the best 
display of flowers. Dust or spray every 10 days to keep insects 
and diseases under control. Water roses twice a week during 
dry weather. Apply several inches of mulch to keep the soil 
cool and conserve water. 

Give strawberries and bush berries plenty of water during 
dry weather for best yields and quality. 

Finish planting tomatoes. Also set out other warmth-loving 
vegetables, such as eggplants and peppers, in rich soil in a 
sunny place. Keep on spraying or dusting to control pests.

ALIFORNIA 


Dig this month such bulbs as freesias, ranunculus, and 
anemones. Leave soil on roots until time for planting. The 
bulbs may be left in the soil if they’re not in the way. 

Cut out several inches of the tips of chrysanthemum plants. 
This, along with feeding and watering, will make compact 
plants with many flowers. 

Spray water on fuchsias and tuberous begonias; they do best 
in moist air. Water gardenias, camellias, azaleas, and strelitzias 
abundantly. 

Help control scale by controlling ants; ants spread scale on 
shrubs. Use one of the available ant baits.

More beauty all summer 


Give your everblooming rose plants 
their few simple needs in the sum- 


mer to get more and better blooms 
By Dr. L. C. Greve 


Water is most important need. Give your roses a 
thorough soaking once a week during average weather, 
but give two soakings a week during hot, dry weather. 
There’s little danger of overwatering if subsoil drainage 
is good. Water is the important need for more and larger 
blooms. Water expands blooms to fullest size. 

A way to water a number of rose plants is with porous 
hose. Connect it with your garden hose and curve it 
around your plants to fit any situation. Water after dark, 
if you like, without fear of getting water on the leaves— 
an invitation to disease. 

Or the pipe method can be used if you only have a few 
plants. Thrust the thin, pointed pipe down at an angle 
to the roots.after connecting it to hose. You can be sure 
the water gets to the roots where it’s needed. Another 
way is to place end of hose in a small box to prevent soil 
washing and let water run by the plant. 


Plant food helps. Give your everblooming roses two 
tablespoonfuls of balanced plant food each month, but 
stop in early August. Do this only if your plants get 
water regularly. Plant food will do your plants little good 
unless there’s water to keep it in solution. If you don’t 
water or there are not regular rains, one feeding early in 
the season should be enough. Apply the plant food in a 
band around the base of the plant and scratch it in. 
Regular watering and rains will dissolve and carry the 
plant food to the roots. You can water through mulch, 
but scrape mulch aside to feed. 

Follow these several points and look below for other 
points which will help you have more and better roses 
through the summer. 


Keep faded flowers cut from roses, as is being done with the 
floribunda rose above. Cut back to first good leaf below faded 
bloom on hybrid teas. A few roses with long stems may be 
cut, but don't forget leaves are the strength of the plant 
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rom VOUr roses 


Dust your roses once a week or spray them every 10 days. 
An all-purpose dust or spray is practical to use in the small rose 
gatden and will control most common pests. A duster with 
curved opening (above) and/or sprayer with curved nozzle 
is needed to get poison beneath the leaves where pests work 


Disbud if you want larger blooms for the hybrid teas that 
tend to produce side buds. Break off the side buds on the 
stem when they're small, as shown. Then all strength will go 
into the large bud. Do not disbud the floribunda-type roses 


Mulch your roses as early as possible in June. Ground fresh 
Muleh corncobs (above) make one of the best mulches. Spread three 
inches of it around and between the plants. Peat or even 
stones may be used as mulch to save water and cultivation

Have roses all summer from potted plants 


Early June is not too late to 
fill in vacant spots or to start 
a bed of roses from potted 
plants. Potted roses are often 
handled by the nurseryman 
or florist. The plants will be in 
bud or bloom, so you can see 
what you're getting. Tear the 
composition pot away from the 
soil ball, as shown. Then gent- 
ly place your plant at once in 
the hole prepared previously 


Be sure to set the plant a little deeper than it was in the pot. 
Have graft union (knob at the base of canes) an inch below 
soil level. Adjust the soil height in hole to bring knob to 
right position. Firm loose soil around soil ball but don’t fill 
to the top immediately—leave a depression to hold water 


Fill the depression left at the 
base of the plant at least twice 
with water. Repeat after water 
has soaked in. Fill in with re- 
mainder of soil. That's all 
there is to planting a potted 
rose; no pruning or mounding 
as is done with dormant plants

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The diary of a 
plain dirt gardener 


By Harry fh. O’Brien 


June I Had you come along, to- 
ward evening, you would have 
found me out behind the bushes, 
down on my knees, trowel in hand, 
painfully weeding the annuals 
growing from the seed sown here 
in cool weather. Slowly I made 
free from weeds the California pop- 
pies, calendulas, larkspur, and 
ragged robin. To rest, I turned to 
another job. 

Yesterday I finished setting out 
the vegetable plants, and after- 
ward, David watered them in— 
with plant food dissolved in the 
water. Tonight I cultivated them. 
It is my practice to cultivate things 
the next day after setting them out. 

What I do is take a small hoe 
and pull dry soil over the wet 
space around the plant. This pre- 
vents caking of the soil and keeps 
water from evaporating. This may 
seem like a trivial thing, but it 
means a lot toward getting newly 
set-out plants off to a good start. 

As the month opens, my tall 
bearded iris are out in full bloom, 
making a wonderful show. I’m 
overjoyed with my new varieties, 
such as Helen McGregor, Cascade 
Splendor, Bryce Canyon, Whis- 
tling Swan, Distance, Arab Chief, 
Master Charles, Nightfall, Ola 
Kala, Black Forest, Casa Morena, 
and so on. What a parade of color! 

The roses are coming on fast. 
Yesterday I picked the first quart 
of strawberries. Daylily bloom is 
at hand for several varieties. 
Earliana, a tallish yellow, has been 








mighty good, among others. It’s 
one of the older varieties, not so 
fashionable any more among the 
garden elect—but mighty purty. 

And sad, oh sad, Maggie is away 
visiting her sister. We’ve been liv- 
ing out of cans and at hamburger 
stands and what not. The house is 
dirty and dusty. We eat in the 
kitchen mostly. There’s a bowl ot 
faded and dried-up flowers still on 
the dining-room table, just as Mag- 
gie left it. Happily, our men’s rose 
club was having a dinner meeting 
tonight, so I cleaned up and went 
off to a square meal.

June 4 Big news is that Maggie is 
back.

Plants must be adapted to 
your soil and climate 


Soil conditions come first. No 
plant will grow in pure clay or pure 
sand. You can improve any soil by 
mixing in peatmoss, compost, or 
other organic matter which will 
loosen heavy clay soils and make 
light, sandy ones better able to re- 
tain moisture. You can find plants 
which have a definite liking for any 
given kind of soil, but most plants 
are fairly adaptable. 


Acidity or alkalinity of soil is a 
problem in many areas: Some 
plants, like rhododendrons and 
azaleas, definitely demand acid 
soil. Others like it on the alkaline 
side. Fortunately, most plants 
don’t care whether soil is mildly 
acid or alkaline. Even so, a soil 
test is a good idea. 


Light and shade are deciding 
factors in placing most plants. 
Plants will often grow where light 
conditions aren't ideal, but they 
won't do their best. Many nursery 
catalogs are very helpful by stating 
which plants like shade, which 
need lots of sun. 


Temperatures are the most im- 
portant climate condition. Some 
plants are killed by a frost; others 
will live through winters when 
readings get down to 30 degrees or 
more below zero. Buy plants that 
you know grow in your area. 


Moisture, both in the soil and air, 
has a; profound effect on plant 
growth. Some plants need lots of 
moisture; others thrive even dur- 
ing drouth. Even on the same lot 
you may find big differences in 
amounts of moisture. Slopes dry 
out fast; low spots may be wet. 
Moisture in the air can cause mil- 
dew and other fungus diseases in

plants. Avoid plants susceptible to 
mildew if your area is humid. 


Wind can be a serious problem, 
especially in areas plagued by con- 
stant winds. They not only buffet 
the plant, but dry winds also take 
moisture from leaf and stem. Many 
plants are killed in winter by dry- 
ing winds, although cold tempera- 
tures usually get the blame. 


Use plants that fit your 
design needs 

Foliage color is the first thing to 
look for. Avoid brown-greens 
which tend to look dingy and dirty, 
and yellow-greens which give the 
plant a sickly appearance. Don’t 
rush to buy plants with purple, red, 
or other unusual-colored foliage. 
Such plants can be used occasion- 
ally for accent, but it takes skill to 
use them right. 


Plant texture refers to its over-all 
appearance, whether it is light and 
airy in appearance or heavy look- 
ing. Hydrangeas are excellent ex- 
amples of coarse plants. The deli- 
cate, lacy tamarix is a fine plant. 
Where you use both fine and coarse 
plants in the same planting, make 
a gradual transition from one to 
the other by planting medium-tex- 
tured plants between. 


Mental associations with some 
plants should be taken into con- 
sideration. For instance, tropical 
plants look good with certain 
Modern buildings, but seem mis- 
placed about Colonial-type homes. 
Likewise, birch trees, being chil- 
dren of the North, never look at 
home in the South. 


Other points to keep in mind 


Unless you like to work around 
the yard just for the sake of work- 
ing, you should select plants that 
need little care. Of course, all 
shrubs require some feeding and 
pruning, but others demand atten- 
tion all the time. Avoid those 
known to be subject to plant dis- 
ease and insects. Stay away from 
plants of rampant growth, and 
those which need heavy feeding. 
And don’t plant those that drop a 
litter of seeds, fruit, or out-of-sea- 
son dead leaves 

Don’t let your enthusiasm run 
away from you and make you try 
to plant one of everything. Repeti- 
tion is important in any kind of de- 
sign work, and repeating certain 
key plants and masses of plants will 
help immensely in giving you a 
unified whole (see “Landscape 
Your Own Home—IV” in May 
Better Homes & Gardens). 

Your tools in selecting plant 
materials are few. Nursery cata- 
logs will supply much of the infor- 
mation you need about any plant. 
Your local nurse ryman can be very 
helpful, because the plants he sells 
are types that grow in your area. 
You should also look at other yards 
in your neighborhood to find those 
that look good, grow well, and fit 
into the kind of spot you have. 

Choosing the right plants isn’t 
as difficult as it sounds. Even so, 
take time to do a careful job. After 
all, a good planting will give you 
satisfaction for years, a poor one 
will be a disappointment from the 
first.

inches and wiggling it back and 
forth a few times. 

But don’t expect spiking or any- 
thing else to save grass from being 
worn out by heavy, constant traffic. 
For such problem areas, flagstones 
or bricks are the only solution 


Replant bare spots only if you 
absolutely have to. Use grass seed 
only if the area is very small and 
you're willing to keep it watered all 
summer long. Otherwise, sodding 
is the best, quickest, and surest way 
to fill bare spots this late in the 
season. 


Keep killing weeds to give your 
grass a better chance and to keep 
it looking better. Broad-leaved 
weeds like dandelion and plantain 
are easily killed with 2,4-D. Ob- 
serve all precautions in using this 
weed killer. If you apply it with a 
sprayer, use a coarse spray and keep 
the nozzle close to the ground. 
Never spray when there is even a 
light breeze. A tiny bit of drifting 
spray can harm flowers or shrubs. 


Feed your lawn if you didn’t get 
around to it when it should have 
been done. However, you'll get 
best results by using a special, 
quick-acting food if you waited this 
long, and you should get it on dur- 
ing the first week or so in June. In 
warmer areas you'd just better for- 
get about it, even if the grass isn’t 
growing well. Use one of the high- 
nitrogen plant foods that are dis- 
solved in water and applied as a 
liquid, either with a watering can 
or a special attachment to the hose. 
These foods act as a quick stimu- 
lant. If you use a regular plant 
food, apply and water in at once. 


Control insects, especially Jap- 
anese beetles and chinch bugs. 


Japanese beetles are a serious pest 


only in the East, and the May 
issue of Better Homes ©& Gardens 
gave advice on controlling them. 

Chinch bugs are at their worst 
in June. They are tiny insects less 
than 14 inch long. They are red- 
dish when young, but turn black 
and develop white wings as they 
grow older. They have a very dis- 
tinctive odor when crushed. Since 
they are so small, you'll have 
trouble finding them, but look for 
colonies of them when brown spots 
appear on the lawn. They suck out 
the juices from grass blades, mak- 
ing the blade turn brown and often 
causing even the roots to die. They 
prefer thick grass, and work only 
in warm weather and on sunny 
parts of the lawn. 

One of the best ways to control 
chinch bugs is with chlordane; 
follow instructions carefully.

How bad is it to 


spank your kids? 


Continued from preceding page 


Spanking, you see, is aimed at 
stopping only the undesirable ac- 
tion, and not the undesirable feel- 
ings. But your child’s bad acts are 
caused by his bad feelings, and 
sometimes these are increased or 
intensified by spanking. In that 
event, you may start by licking 
him, but you end by licking your- 
self because you have defeated 
your purpose, which should be to 
enable him to cooperate with 
others. Spanking merely makes 
him behave. 


I, has another shortcoming. It 
may cause your child to withdraw 
from valuable life experiences. In- 
stead of avoiding only the undestr- 
able aspect of any given situation, it 
may teach him to avoid the whole. 
If you always slap his hand for 
touching things, for instance, he 
may come to repress his curiosity 
for experimentation and quit want- 
ing to know what makes things 
tick. 

Moreover, in some children 
spanking tends to cultivate a taste 
for the dubious pleasures of crime 
and punishment. This is the type 
of child who was recognized in 
Grandmother’s day as the one who 
was always “spoiling for a licking.” 
Nine-year-old Billy is a. case in 
point. Some feeling seems to get 
into him ever so often, and Billy 
does so many forbidden things 
that his father just has to give him 
a good thrashing. He seems re- 
lieved after he has been spanked 
and becomes a model boy trying 
to do as he should. 


‘oe truth is that Billy is so full 
of guilt about his hostile feelings 
toward his parents that he wants 
to be punished and can’t feel bet- 
ter until he has been made to suf- 
fer. This is so strong a tendency in 
some children that they insist on 
being punished first and only then 
feel free to go ahead and commit 
the offense. 

Joan, aged 5, has a craving for 
sweets. Recently she confessed to 
stealing several lumps of sugar and 
was spanked for her disobedience. 
She then went and grabbed some 
sugar. She felt that since she had 
already paid the price for taking 
it, she could now help herself with 
impunity. 


Maw parents, without realizing 
it, spank their children because of 
an accumulation of unconscious 
hostility toward their own parents, 
even though the latter may be long 
dead. Having been hurt and hu- 
miliated themselves, it is now their 
turn to even the score. Their chil- 
dren serve as scapegoats for the 
parents’ resentments and aggres- 
sions. It is this vicious circle we 
perpetuate when we strike a child 
without being aware of our true 
motives, regardless of how well we 
rationalize the act by persuading 
ourselves that it is for his own 
good. 

We mistakenly tend to think of 
discipline only in the punitive

babies, the search for protective 
substances is being aided by such 
clues as the age of the mother. In 
pyloric stenosis, for example, an 
unusually thick muscle retards 
passage of food from the stomach 
into the intestines. It is found more 
frequently in children born to 
young mothers. So is congenital 
hypospadias, a deformity of the 
urinary system. 

“What is the factor present in 
the bodies of older mothers which 
seems to protect their children 
from these deformities?”’ the scien- 
tist asks. 


1. contrast, other defects—cleft 
palate, harelip, heart deformities, 
structural defects of the brain, and 
Mongolian idiocy—appear more 
frequently in the children of older 
mothers. One recent study has 
shown that women between 45 and 
50 are more than three times as 


likely to produce a deformed baby | 


as are women below the age of 35. 

Many scientists suspect there 
may be chemical substances lack- 
ing in the bodies of older women 
but present in younger mothers 
which protect their babies before 
birth. 


Dive discovery and effective use 
of such a factor would be especially 
helpful for the pathetic abnormal- 
ity known as Mongolism or Mon- 
golian idiocy, which afflicts one 
out of every thousand babies. The 
victims have a combination of 
symptoms including abnormal 
tongue, nose, head shape, skin, and 
hands, defective brain, and usually 
the eyelid folds typical of true 
Mongolian peoples. 

Mongolian idiocy perhaps has 
some kind of hereditary pattern, 
but the details are still confused 
and poorly understood. The rela- 
tionship to the age of the mother, 
however, is obvious. In compar- 
ison with the frequency of such 
babies born to mothers between 
the ages of 16 and 30, the rate is 34 
times higher for mothers between 
41 and 45, and 146 times higher for 
mothers between 46 and 50,

new field of prenatal therapy is 
fragmentary and incomplete, it 
may now be of some help to par- 
ents and their unborn children.

vestigation of the well-recorded 
genetics of Mormon families. 

At many American medical 
schools and _ universities, new 
courses on modern human genetics 
are being set up. Experts at these 
various institutions are now able 
to indicate the approximate odds 
of transmitting a hereditary defect 
which has afflicted you or someone 
else in your family. 


I; one member of a couple has 
hereditary polydactylism, with ex- 
tra fingers or toes, or hereditary 
chorea (St. Vitus’ dance), or heredi- 
tary cleft hands and feet, and the 
other member is normal, each of 
their children has 1 chance in 2 of 
inheriting the same deformity 

If both members of a couple ap- 
pear normal, but one member has 
a grandparent, parent, brother, or 
sister with one of the above de- 
fects, that couple will nevertheless 
have normal children. On the 
other hand, if both members of a 
couple are normal, but have al- 
ready had one child with heredi- 
tary blindness, each of their next 
children has 1 chance in 4 of being 
born blind. 


This kind of counseling, based on 
a perfectly obvious defect in one of 
the parents or in a near relative, is 
generally a simple matter. Further- 
more, these estimates generally 
represent the most pessimistic out- 
look. In the case of clubfoot or an 
inherited susceptibility for cancer, 
diabetes, or tuberculosis, not every 
child with the inherited genes will 
actually have the defect. The baby 
may be protected by some dietary 
factor or some other chemical pres- 
ent in its mother’s womb 

The job of advising and predict- 
ing becomes more difficult when it 
concerns hidden hereditary factors 

a wrong gene which can be 
transmitted unsuspected from one 
generation to another, never mak- 
ing an appearance until it is sud- 
denly paired with a similar wrong 
gene from another family line. 
Then the parents are shocked to 
discover their child is a victim of 
“hereditary anemia,’ or “‘heredi- 
tary albinism,” or “hereditary 
blindness.” 

“But we never suspected it!” 
they say. ““There’s never been any- 
thing like that in our families as 
far back as we can trace!” 


, may have wondered if you, 
too, may be a carrier of one of these 
unsuspected bad genes. The an- 
swer, at least 99 times out of 100, 
is yes. “‘Virtually every man and 
woman in the world,”’ claims Doc- 
tor Stern, ‘“‘carries a hidden bad 
hereditary factor.” 

Then why aren’t more children 
born with hereditary deformities? 
The answer lies in the fact that 
there are literally thousands or tens 
of thousands of these bad genes, 
and each is carried by only a rela- 
tively small fraction of the total 
population. The chances are there-

fore exceedingly remote that you 
will marry someone who carries 
the same hidden bad gene that you 
are carrying. 

Since most people are unable to 
trace back their family records for 
more than three or four genera- 
tions, it may seem impossible to 
discover whether their hereditary 
pattern is marred by one of the 
hidden bad genes. Sometimes, 
however, this information can be 
secured by a laboratory test. 


I; you carry a hidden gene for 
susceptibility to diabetes, a blood 
test will often reveal a slight tend- 
ency toward the disease—a slight 
increase in the level of the sugar in 
your blood. 

If you carry such a gene for gout, 
a blood test will often indicate that 
your kidneys are not quite normal 
in changing one chemical into an- 
other. 

If you carry a hidden gene for 
deformed hand bones, an X-ray 
examination may show very slight 
but nonetheless detectable abnor- 
malities in your hands—a slight 
thickening of some bones, a short- 
ening of others, or a tiny knob of 
bone that hasn’t developed into an 
extra finger but that suggests such 
a possibility. 

Similar tests for other undesir- 
able hereditary traits have been 
proposed, and still others will un- 


doubtedly be developed. 


‘ene methods are now being in- 
corporated into the steadily grow- 
ing science of prenatal therapy 
into a two-way fight against hered- 
itary and other congenital defects, 
the use of delicate tests to indicate 
the possibility of a deformity, and 
the discovery and use of protective 
substances to prevent the appear- 
ance of that deformity. It is a very 
new and uncertain science yet, and 
doctors caution that its applica- 
tions are still pretty much in the 
future. But the prospects for the 
future are bright, and your chil- 
dren, when they marry, will be 
able to look forward to the birth of 
their children with less of that age- 
old, unspoken fear—TIs the baby all 
right? 

To them, their doctors will be 
able to say more than ever before, 
“Congratulations! It’sa fine young- 
ster, perfectly normal!”
